Believe thou art not ignorant of the many difſenſions & cor:- 

tentions that have been among the People of God about: 
the Sabbath-day.” Some ſtood for the old Sabbath ( fo czlled 
by ſome ) meaning the Jews Sabbath-day. Some for a new 
Sabbath (ſo called by ſome) meaning the day of Chriſts Re- 
ſurrection. And ſome'for no Sabbath but what Magiſtrates 
do appoint. No ſmall Controverſies have been between all 
theſe about the Sabbath-day, as I believe thou knoweſt. Bur 
the ground and cauſe of all ſuch their Controverſies z ant 
how for Peace and Agreement ſake it may be removed and. 
taken away, I ſuppoſe rhou doſt not know : both w hich I will 
diſcover unto thee. * Oo: 

The ground of ſuch their differences is a miſunderſtanding 
of theſe words of the Commandment, Sx days ſhalt thou la- 
bour, and do all thy work, but the ſeventh day is the Sabbath of the 
Lord thy God, in it thou ſbalt do no manner of work, By the ſix 
days muſt be meant, either the ſix days of Gods work, or the 
ſix days of work with men: either the ſix firſt days at the 
Creation, in which God wrought, and made all things ; or 


_ elſe the fix work-days of the week in uſe with men where they 


live. So alſo the ſeventh day muſt relate to the ſix days of 
Gods work; or elfe to the fix days of mens labour : it muſt be

They, between whom the'ſaid difſenſions have been and are, 
haveand do hold generally,that the ſeventh day muſt and doth 
relate to the ſix days of Tods lacour, and nor of mans + It muſt 
be, they all think, the very day of Gods Reſt; the ſeventh day 
from the Creation. Thus they all thought-that the Jews Sab- 
bath-day, which was from Fridays Sun-ſetting to Saturdays 
Sun-ſetting, was the preciſe day of . ods Reſt: and every of 
their other {ix days of the week, to be the very ſame with the 
tix days of the Creation, whether they lived in- Judea, in Ba-_ 
hylon, 1n Spain, in Opkyr, or in any other place, it maketh no 
matter, think they. Though Sunday with Chriſtians be the 
day immediately following their {ix days of labour; and on 
which they having laboured (1x days,dothen reft from their la- 
bour according unto Godsexample; Yet at jno hand will they 
yield Sunday to be the ſeventh day and Sabbath of the Lord : 
Sunday they hold to be the firſt day of the week, and the very 
ſam? with the firſt day of the Creation with Chriſtians where- 
ever they live. From this common errour ſprouted out vari- 
ous opinions, which ſet them all at Variance. 

i.TheJews,and ſuch as adhere to their ſuperſtition, do & will 
ſtill plead for the Saturday-Sabbath : the Saturday thev believe 
to be theday of Gods Reſt,theday heBleſſed and Sanctified:they 
cannot conceit well of a new Sabbath, they know not whence 
it is. Though an Angel ſhould come from Heaven and tell 
them, that Chriſt the Son of God came into the -World, and 
hath taken away their Sabbath and hath-eſtabliſhed another 
contrary to what God the Father . Inſtituted ; So that 
whereas before they had the ſeventh day fora day of reſt,Chriſt 
| Inftifuted that ſeventh day to be a work day: That whereas 
God the Father Bleſſed and Sanctified the ſeventh day, Chriſt 
took off the |.lefling from it, and gave 1t to the firft day : That 
whereas God the Father appointed his People to work before 
they did reſt, Chriſt , appointed them to reſt before they 
did work : That whereas beforethey were to work, andggil

2. Some there be, and they not a few, Godly, Precious,and 
tender-hearted C'r:/izans, who knowing that the Church of 
God hath ever {ince our Saviours Afceniion obſerved ' the Sun- 
.day for their Sabbath, and that not againſt, but with the Ap- 
probation of the Apoſtles of Chriſt, do flight the Seventh-day 
Sabbath, and are tooth and nail for the firſt day of the wee 
( ſo they count Sunday to be, neither can they count it other- 
' wiſe, as long as they hold the Fews Sabbath to be the ſeventh 
day from the Creation ) believing that the Apoſtles of Chriſt 
by the appointment of our Saviour, changed the old Sabbath 
( ſo they call the Seventh-day Sabbath,) to the Sabbath of the 
firſt day of the week ; ſo that now the Church of God is to 
reſt before they labour, and unto,not from their labour. 

3. Some again, knowing that the Jews Saturday-Sabbath 
was Ceremonial and abrogated, do thence hold and maintain 
the Seventh day Sabbath to be abrogated alſo ; and for. that 
they know not any other *abbath day appointed by Divine Au- 
thority inſtead thereof, do inferr, that Chri/i;aus now in time 
of the Goſpel are to have and keep no Sabbath-day at all. 

Thus kind Reader, I have {h-wed thee the ground and 
cauſe of theſervarious and different Opinions about the Sab- 
bath-day. Whence have iſſued moſt, if not all the Controver- 
fies which are now on foot between them. 

The only mean to ſtop all future Controverties , and bring

all fidesjto accord in one truth about the Sabbath day,is to take - 
away, and wipe off from their minds the aforeſaid errour,. 


which occaſioned all their differences. For as long as they or 
any ſide of them hold, that the ſeventh day which God Blefled

tion. And laſtly, they who ſay the Church of Chriſt never ob- 


ſerved the Sabbath ſince Chriſts-Aſcenfion, and would from the 


practice of the Apoſtles, and the Church of 'Chrift argue the 


| Abrogation of the ſeventh-day-Sabbath, will quickly be of ano. ' 


ther mind, and acknowledge, that asthe Jews obſerved that day 
for their Sabbath, whichin this Law was commanded by the 
Lord God, ſo Chriſtians alſo have ever done; They have ob- 
ſerved the ſame day, the laſtday of the week, theday following 
their fix days of labour according to Gods | example. 

But Courteous Reader, haply thou doubteſt here,and would- 
eſt be ſatisfied, that whereas God commandeth by this Law all 
his Obedient Children to keep the ſewenth day of the week , 
which is the Sabbath day holy unto his Henour: If the Jews 
ther keep the Sabbath-day on the ſeventh day of the week, ac- 
cording to Gods command ; How can Chriftzans who keep their

Suppoſe the Pope made a Decree that all Ins obedient Chil- 
drenſhould keep the 25. day of December, which is Chrifmas- - 
' day holy to the honour of Chriſt: It the French then keep 
Chrijtmas-day on the 25th. of Decemver, according to the Popes 
decree; How can the Enghſh Papiſts, who kept their Chriſtmas - 
dayfull ten days after, be ſaid to keep their Chreſimas-day, on 
the 25th. day of December too, according to th2 Popes De:ree # 
Thou wilt anſwer me, that the French and Engliſh Papiits, 
did all of them keep their Ghri/tmas-day on the ſame day of the - 
month, on the 25th. day of December according to the Popes 
Decree : and that the reaſon why the 25th day of December 
with the French came to be ten days ſooner than with the Ex: 
gl:fh, was for,that they began their months ſooner by ten days 
than the Engl;ſh did, ever fince Pope Gregory altered their year. 
The like anſwer I give thee: the Fews and Chriſtians all of them 
keep their Sabbath on the ſame day of the week, on the ſeventh 
day of the week; : and that the reaſon why the ſeventh day of 
the week with the Fews,came to be a day ſooner then it did with 
Chriſtians, was becauſe they began their week a day ſooner than 
they did before, and ſooner than the Gentiles did, and Chriſtians 
now do, and that did they ever ſince the Lord cauſed them, af- 
ter. their coming out of Egypt, to alter their year and their 
months, as Thave ſhewed,; in the third an4 tenth Chapters

So that if we could agree in the true underſtanding of the 
aforeſaid words of the Commandment ; that by the ſeventh day 
is not meant the day following ' Gods {tx days of work, but 
the day following mens ſix days of labour ,. all our 
controverſies about the Sabbath-day will ſoon end.

One and the ſame 
day is for one and the ſame place only. If one and the ſame day 
ſhould Legin ſooner in ſome places thanin other, then it muſt 
' needs be that either it muſt begin in ſome one place or other 
firſt before it began in any place elſe, either-Eaſt or Weſt 
thereto;or elſe that it was infinite without any firſt beginning at

The Artificial day,as it 1s genera!ly taken,1is the whole time between Sun- 
riſing and Sun-ſetting with any People. 

* This kind of day was eſpecially in uſe with hb Jews. 

They divided this day always into twelve equal -parts, which they called 
hours, which hours were ever proportienable tothe day : In Summer-time 
the lotiger their day was,the longer were their h urs: and at V Vinter, when 
their day was not ten of our hours, yet was it twelve of theirs,Of this kind of 
day mention is made in divers places of Sacred Scripture, Fob, 11.

Why Moſes ſet the Evening before the Mornzng.- 


HE Univerſal day is, char which is one, ad the ſame day in all places 
through the whole Univerſe ; as well in reſpect of its beginning, as 

of its duration and ending, It is not one day at one part of the Earth, and 
anogher day at another part; but when it beginneth or endeth any where, 
it beginneth or endeth eyery where at the ſame time..

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Chap.:'2. - The Seventh-day Sabbath. © ..- 

"This kind of Day cannot properly be ſaid to begin either in the Eaſt, of 'F 
in the V'Veſt,or at Sun-rifing, or at Sun-ſetting, or at Mid-night , or at Noon» 
as other kind of days do. For there is neither Eaſt nor V Veſt, nor Sun-rifing 
nor Sun-ſetting zor at Midnight nor Noon in reſpect of the'V Vorld; though _ 
in reſpeQ'of the parts of the World, all and every of theſe may be ſaid to 

,bez yer ſo as what is Eaſt or morning to one part, is Weſt or. Sur-ſetting to 
another part; and midnight to one part is mic-Gay to another part 3 bur nei- 
-ther of them properly can be fo ſaid to be the whole World,Such kind of days 
were thoſe which Moſes ſpake of in the firſt of Geneſis, Gen, 1:5, 8, 13, 19, . 
23, 31. Andof which mention is made in this text and dſewhere!, Exod. 
20,11, and 31, 17, Ads 2.20. Rev. 6.17, 2 Pet.3. 9. and 3. 7,10, Feel 
2.31, ln fix days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, &t. and reſted the 

' ſeventh dey. * 

That theſe days ( which ſome do term, and fitly enough” may be called, 
The days of the Creation) were ſuch Univerſal days, I wiii endeavour to clear, 
by giving inſtances in every of them which Moſes ſpake of, in rehearſing the 
W orks of the Creation, 

The firſt of thoſe ſeven days was ſuch an Univerſal day, when it began 
any where, it began every where; no where theri was it no day, nor any 
other than the firſt day. | 

The firſt things God male were day and night ; or light and dark- 
neſs.. They were neither of them in time betore the other, but were both 
Cceraneous, weate. | 

There was in nature before, though nor in time, a mixed or confuſed dark- 
neſs, which Moſes called JUN, Gen. I. 2, which Arias Montanus, correting 
Pagnin, tranſlaterh and calleth it Caligo, it was neither pert«& day nor per- 
fect night, _— 

But when God had thence formed the lighr,and made it to ſhine our of the 
darkneſs, 2 Cor. 4. 6. and had divided the light from the darkneſs, fo as 
that they ſhould never be both in one Hemiſphere , bur ſucceed in order 
each other, which is called Gods Covenant of the day, and of the night, Fer, 
33. 20. God then called that light ſo divided Day, and that darkneſs fo 
divided, called by Moſes EmphaticallyJWTNN, God called night, Gen. 1. 4,5. 
the full Revolution of both which was the firſt day ; in this diviſion of the 
light and darkneſs, or day and night, though the night was before the day 
in one Hemiſphere,and the day betore the night in the other; yet in eſpe of 
the whole Univerſe, neither of them was before the other in time. 4 When 
the firſt day began ſomewhere, when it was night at the ſame time that firſt 
day began ſome otherwhere, when it was day-light ; every where did the 
firſt day begin at the ſame time. 

The ſecond day and the third day in like manner were Univerſal 
days, When God ſtretched out the firmament on the ſecond day, it - was 
every where then the ſecond day, On the next day alſo, whereſoeyer God the 

Univerſal Worker did his work,throughout the whole round,in gathering to-

gether the Waters, making the Scas and dry Land, there every where was 
it the third day, And after thatevery where way it the ſame third day, 
where God made the Earth to brirg forth Grafs, and Herbs, and fruit-trees, 
Gen. 1,11, 12,12, no Where was it then eithcrthe ſecond or fourth day, 

' The fourth day in which the Sun, Moon and Stars were made, was an 
Univerſal day, When 4t was the fourth day any where, it was the fourthy 
every where.[t is not revealed in what part of the fourth day thoſe lights of 
"Heaven were made; - bur moſt certain is it , that when the Sun firſt appear- 
. ed to the World on that day, it was over ſome part of the Earth at that 
time, making it to be noon there,and in all places in that Hemiſphere, which 
were in the feme Meridian with the Sun, And that in many places ninety 
degre:s Eaſt from thence ir was Sun ſetting ; and in as many places ninety 
degrees Weſk from thence, it was then at the ſame time Smn-ri/ing, Alfo that 
in the other Hemitphere ro which the Moon or Sraxs appeared, it was then 
nighr, and mid-night there in thoſe places that were in the fame Meridian 
with the Sun,S9 that although on that fourth day Syn-ſetting was before Sun- 
rifing in fome places, and Sun riſing before Sun-ſetting in ſome other places ; 
and in ſome places noon was before either of the other ; and in ſome other 
places mid-night was before thc all ; yet mn reſpeR of the whole Earth, not- 
one of them was on that fourth day before the other-: But at the Suns firſt 
appearing, and ſhining over halt the Earth, It waz at that very inſtant the 

* fourth day, as well where it was Sun ſetting, or Sun-riſing, as where it was 

noon ; and likewiſe it waz then'the fourth day alſo in the other part of the 
Eirth/ to which the Moon, or Stars firſt appeared ; For neither the Sun, 

Moon or Stars appeared to any place on the third day, which was the day 

before they were made, and the fifth day was not then begun, 

The like I {ay Br the fifth day, and for the {ixthidzy ; when God made 
Fiſh and Foul on the fifch day ; or when he made Adam the laſt of his 
Creatures on the fixch day, it was then after Sun-ſetting in ſome places, and 
hefore Sun-riling in ſome other. places-z and. it was then noon in ſome places, 
and mid-night in ſome other places, yetall on the} fare day. 

The like I ſay alſo for the ſeventh day : the day of Gods reſt : When God 
reſted from all his Works that he had made, it was no where then the ſixth 
day, but every where the ſeventh day. "The day of Gods reſt began in 
{ome places at Sun-rifing, in ſome places at. Sun-ſetting, and in ſome -at noon, 
and in other ſome at mid-night in the ſame day. For fo was it on the fourth 
day when the. Sun firſt appeared, and fo when it was half ended ; and ſo 
likewiſe when it was fully ended ; and therefore ſo/was ir when the fifth, ſixth 
or ſeventh day began, or ended. lt isnot — and therefore no man 
can know, what, or where in the Earth thoſe places are where it was Suneri- 
fing, or Sun-ſetting, or noon, or mid-night, either when the Sun firſt ſhined 
forth tothe World, or when half of that fourth day was ended, or when it 
was fully ended; and therefore no man can tell, nor poſſibly can any find 
out, whether here in England ( or in any other particular place or Coun- 
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 rrey) it was Sun-ſetting or Sun-rifing, noon or mid-night, day-light or 
night, when, the fifth, ſixth, or ſeventh day,the day of Gods Ref began,and + 
yer at the beginning of that ſeventh day, it was either of theſe ſomewhere or 
other, ; 

Oueft. But ſome may ſay, why then did Moſes,reheuling every of the (ix 
Gays Works of the Creation, ſer the evening before the morning, ſo if the 
evening was not before the nforning ? | 

Anſw. I anſwer Moſes naming the evening in order before the morning _ 
in the firlt of Geneſis, Gen, 1.5.8, 13, 19, 23, 3I. doth.not thereby make 
either of them to bein time betore the other; one he wasto name firlt ; and 
the reaſons why he named the evening before the morning, may be theſe. 

Firſt, For that after the Jſraelizes deliverance our of Egypt, (and I ſuppoſe 
this Hiſtory to be written after that) their Year, their Months, and the days 
of their Week were all changed in reſpect of their beginnings and endings 5 
ſo that whereas they began their days with the morning ; thenceforth they. 
conſtantly began their Week-days with the evening ; See chap. 3. as I ſhall 
ſhew more at large in the next Chapter, If Joſes now ſhould have ſet the 
morning before the evening, he might have feemed to diſlike this their new 
cuſtom of beginning their days of the Weck with the evening, for which he 
had diretign from the Lord God. 

Secondly, Or elſe it may be for that they, (who were beſt skil'd in divi- 
ding, and diſtinguiſhing of time, as were Aftrenomers; ſuch as doubtleſs 49. 
ſes was, who was Learned in all ive Wiſdom of the Egyptians,) As 7,22. be- 
van the day at noon, making the evening, that 1s, all the time from noon 
ro midnight to be the former part of the day; and the evening, that is all the 
time from mid-night to noon to be the latter part ; as I will more fully ſhew 
in the fourth Chapter, See chap. 4. |

What the parts of the Horizontal day are * 

Aud which part ut the former. T : 

HE Horizomal day with any Nation, is that ſpace of time in which the - 

Sun is ingoing from their Horizon at its riſing, until it cometh again in- 

to their Horizon at 1ts next riſing ; or from their Horjzon at its ſetting, until 
it come unto their Horizon again at its next ſetting ; or more briefly thus. 

The Horizontal day is the time between Sun-rifing and Sun-riling, or be+ 

tween Sun-ſctting and Sun-ſetting, | 
The parts of the Horizontal day are two ; the one is the Artificial day, 
or day-light, of which we may read in Geneſis, Gen. 1.5, 14, 16,and 8.22.

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and 31, 39. the other: part is the night or darkneſs 
(a)Clev. ds (a) Clavins the Artificial nights and which in Arkient cim 
Spher. was divided with the Fews into three watches : the eveni 
watch, the middle watch, and the motning watch; bat a 

that when they were ſubdued 'by the Romans, they divided the night as the 
Romans did, into four watches, | 

The Artificial day, or day-light was Antiently counted to be the former 
part of this day, and the night the latter parr, and} ſo not only before the 
Tracer coming out of Egypt, but after their deliverance did they count this 
day ſo to bepin H reſped ot their civil affairs, as may appear. 

Firſt, Foy that when the parts of this day were mentioned, the morning 
was {:t-before the night, before the 1/rae/ites coming out of Egypr, Gcn,1.16, 
rS. and 8. 22.and 7. 4:12.38, 39, 40. yea and commonly atterwards too, 
Lev. 8.35. Ex. 1. 21, 22,Numb.g,2 1, though they had the beginning of 
their days altered. | 

Secondly, becauſe at what time ſoever of the day-light they ſpake of the 


night following they expreſſed the ſame thus, To night, this night the ſame 


»ipht, Gen. 19. 34, and 26. 24, 1 Chron. 17. 3. Numb. 11. 3%. Fo. 4. 3. 
Fudg. 6.25. and 7, 9. as belonging to the ſame day, and not to the day at- 
ter thar., And whenever they at any time of the day-light, ſpake of the night 
paſt, they never uſed ſuch expreſſions, whereby it may ſeem to belong as a 
part of the day following, but contrariwile, ſhewing it to be a part of the day 
before-goingy as yeſternight, Gen. 31. 42, and 19./3 3, 34 the night of ye- 
ſterday. Alfo at night when they ſpake of the dey following,they uſed not to 
ſay To day, or this day, as they did of the day befgre-going ; but To morrow, 
or the moxrow after, Numb, 33. 3. 1 Sam. 19, 11./jand to morrow Ggnifieth 
another day, Mat, 6. 34, Fam. 4, 13, 14: [ 

When the Iſraelites came gur of Egypt, the night-was made the former 
part of the day, even from that night in which they had their deliverance. 
It was a night to be*much obſerved unto the Lord, for: bringing them out from the 
Land of Egypt. This # that night of the Lord, to be obſerved of -all the Chil- 
dren of Iſrael in their generations, Exod, 1%, 42.. They were commanded 
after that tim& to Celebrate their Sabbath from Eyen to Even, Lew. 23. 32. 
And therefore ſo did they begin their week-days alſo, whereby their Sabbath- 
day was meaſured out to be unto them their ſeventh day; otherwiſe their ſe- 
venth day wou!d not have been proportionable ro their ſix days of labour, 
Their year alſo had thenceforth a new'beginning. They muſt not begin their 
year in Tiſri as they did before, but with that|Month in which they had 
their freedom. This month (hall be unto you the beginning of months, Exod.12.2. 
This month called by the H:-brews Abib, Exod. 1 3. 4. and 22.15. Dent,16. 
1, and by the Chaldeans Niſan, Effh. 4,7. ( which confiſted partly of our 
March, and partly of April, being with them the month after the Vernal 

. EquinoCtial,) was their-firſt month thenceforth; ſ@-that whereas before they 
began their year after their Harveſt, and after all |their in-gathering yo” the 
| TUits 
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fruits of the Earth was ended, Exod. 2.3. 16, and 34. 22. which was partly 
:n our September; after this they were to begin their year fartheſt off from 
that time, They had then a new-year, and a new month, and a new day, to 
begin the year withal, No o:&erwiſe than if the day of their deliverance had 
been their birth day ;, for their deliverance wag a. kind of a new birth unto them: 
The beginning of the year was then chenged, fo Ns w.to the birph 
of the Church, fait Calvin. And the new time of the day had they to begin 
their firft day of the year, ( for their Caput anni, or New years-day was a ſacred 
aay with them) they began it at even at the gorig down of the! Sun, at theſea- 
ſon they came forth out of the land of Egypt ; Deut. 16. 6. then was their de- 
liverance made and Sealed up unto them in the Paſſover. S> that al- 
though in reſpect of their Civil affairs they begun their year, their months 
& their days as they did before,yet in this their New,Ecclefiaſtical, or Sacred 
year, or Computation of time, they began their day at Even. All their Sab- 
bath-days, and all othertheir ſacred days, and fo all their week days, for 
meaſuring out unto: them their Sacred days began af* the Ewen; they had the 
evening to be the former part of the day. And this may be one rdſon why 
Meſes in rehearſing the works of Creation, ſetteth the evening before the mor- 
ning, as I ſaid before, See chap. 2. | 
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CHAP: IV. 


Meridional day, what it 15. 
The parts thereof, and which the former part. 


FE Meridional day is the time from mid-night to mid-night, or from 
noon to noon withany People, or more largely thus. The Meridional 
day with any People, is that ſpace of time: in-which the Sun is in going from 
their. Meridian at mid-night untill ir come into that of their Me- 
ridian again at their next mid-night 3 Or elfe from their Meridian at 
1001, untill it come into that part of their Meridian again at noon. 

The parts of the Meridional diy are theie two, the, Merning ana 158 
Evening. 7 

The Morning is all the time in which the Sun is in its ring, untii 17 come 
unto its greateſt height : that is, all the time between mid-nigac and noon 
is the Morning, 

And the Evening is all the time the Sun is in its deſcending, that is, ail the 
time between noon and m1dnight. 

Thus Chriſtians generally now do, and formerly have counted and calicd 
theſe parts, of this day. If common ſervice unto God hath betn done in 
Churches or Colledges, at any time in the forenoon, either at three, tour, 
fix, nine or eleven of the Clock, it was commonly called by the name ot 
Mattins, Morning-Service, or Morning-Prayer,and it it had been done ar any 
time in the afternoon,it was ihen common!y called Evening-Song, E vening-Pray- 

ers 
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er, Evening-Servicegor ſuch like, though: it had been done by -day-light, or by 
"exon 21 So-alfo the People of God did in _ times, divide the 
ach parts; one whereof they called the Morning, and the other 

the Evening, Ger, 29, 23. Eccleſ. 11, 6. 1 Sam. 17. 16, Fer.'6, 4, though 
an at was done before day, yer did they count it tg be done in the morn- 
ing, Gen, JI. 55. Laban roſe early in the night agcording to the Vulgar 
Tranſlation, which in ours is early in the mornings; The like is ſaid of Moſes, 
Exed, 34. 4. ary Magdalen, coming to the Sepulchre was before day, 
YooT4 Tgwi oxoThzs in wwrthat is, the darkneſs or night yet in being, John 20, 
x. notwich{tanding that time was counted to be in the morning, and the 
time of our Savicurs Reſurrection was before that, yet was it in the morning. 
This kind of day, that is, the Meridional day ig, and ever hath been in 


| common uſe with all Chriſtians, who do and have counted the day as their 


Heathen Anceſtors did- before them : after mid-night reckoning one, two, 
three, ( and ſo to twelve of the Clock ) in the morning z and the like in 
the aftert:aon for the evening, So we at thistiqne do begin the day from 
mid-night, making the morning to be the former part of the day ; and=he 
evening the latter part, S9 did the Egyptians, who were for dividing and ob- 
ſerving of time excelent ; ang ſo did the Romans, and accordingly fo

th morning as before, Never did they begin any day of their Month, but 
with the morning, making the evening to be the latter part of the Gay, As for 
inſtance, theday before their coming out of Rameſes, was the fourteenth day 
of Avib, Num. 33.3. Ex.12. 6. 1 8.1n that night, thatys, in the night of that 
fourteenth day, they did eat 1he Paſſover, Exod.12, 8. and in that nigh: be- 
fore ile morrow, they burned what of the Paſſover they eat not, Exod, 12, 10t 
and not one after that till mid-nigat was paſt, and the morrow come, Was tv go 
out of the door of his houſe, Exod. 12. 22. At midnight all the firſt born m 
Egypt.were ſlain, Ex0d./2. 29, But the mexs day, [that Is, after mid-nighr, 
Pharaoh and the Egyptians urged them while it was might, to riſe and haſte 
away. Inſomuch that the Iſraelites took their dough betore it was leavened, 
and fo in baſte went from Rameſes. Ex0d.12. 3943 I 32, 33,34, 37. Whence 


ir is evident that the evening in which they ate the Paſſover, and were not 
to ſtir out of doers till the morning, was part of che fourteenth day, and that 
the time after mid-night, in which they were urged to haſte away, and. in 
which they went abroad out_of doors, to provide their. Cattle, to conſult 
about their Journey, and their going from Rameſes, was on the fifteenth 


day®" They ate the Paſſover '0n the fourteenth, and took their journey on the 


fifteenth day, Numb. FED 3. | 

Secondly, The fleſh of the Peace-offering was to be eaten on the ſame 
day it was offered, and might nor be eaten after the whole evening was ful- 
ly ge The _ may appear alſoif the offering bad been a vow, Lev, 7. 
15, 16, 17, 18. Y | 

"Thirdly, The day in which Jeſus Chriſt ate the Paſſover with his Dil- 
ciples, was the fourteenth day of the month : on.the ſame day Chrifts Diſ- 
ciples asked him, where they ſhould provide and prepare for him to eat” the 
Paſſover, and on the ſame day Peter denyed his er, and the Cock crew, 
Mar, 14 30. Luke 22: 34. | ſay, the Queſtion demanded of Chrift by his 


Diſciples, the killing the Paſchal Lamb, the caring the Paſſover, Peters de- ' 


nying hs Maſter, and the Cocks crowing, were all done on one and the 
ſame day of the month ; though the cating the Paſſover, Perers denial, and 
the Cocks crowing, were done in the evening, in the latter part of that Bur- 
teenth day, : 

The Aſtronomers eſpecially, and ſome others in Antient times, began the 
Meridional day at noon. Fohn of Holifax teileth us, that the Arabians be- 
gan their day at nvon, and giveth this reaſon for it ; Becauſe 
when the Sun was made and appeared to the World, it was ; 
then in a Meridian. (4) In the day fo beginning at noon, they 29. 
had the ſame parts of the day, viz. morning and evening, only ,, thaftics. = 
they made the evening to be the former part. And it is more 
probable than otherwiſe, that when the Sun was made, and _ 

_ firſt appeared to.the World, it'was then in the ſame Meridian that Paradiſe 
was of, making it then to be noon rhere: At that time doth the Sun ſhew 
it felf with the greateſt light, Deur. 28, 29. Fob 11. 17. 5. 14: Pſal.: 37. 
Ha. 59.10. Amos 8, 9. luſtre ſtrength and glory : making it to be Sun- 
riſing, ninet mo rom it Weſt-ward ; and Sun-ſetting, ninety degrees 
from it Eaftward: and day-light in all places in either fide. Now | fee no 
reaſon, and 1 think no man can give any to the contrary, but thar the Sun 
ſhould rather thus appear in its glory to Paradiſe firſt, than unto Spain, Fu- 
dea, America, or to any other place whatſoever, And then if ſo, Adefes had 
good reaſon even from hence to ſet the evening before the morning, See ch. 
2. And theniit is likely that God- made'the living Creature afrer his kind, 
and Adams alſoin the afternoen,and that in the night following, (1 mean when 
it was night in Paradiſe, though it was then day in ſome other places, ) the 
deep ſleep fell on Adam, when God made the Woman, and; that ſhe was 
brought unto bim in the morning, _ naming of the Creatures may be af- 
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that 25, before the next day, beginning at noon there, | 
But if any will contend, that unleſs there be better proofs given than 
probabilities, we ſhould not conceive the days ofthe Creation, either the 
fourth, 6x h or ſeventh to begin in Parade rather at noon than art mid-night, | 
Sun-rifing, or at Sun-ſetting, .Yer ſure it 15 more __ probable, that Moſes 
would have the evening to begin at rioon. W har elfe cou'd he mean by the 
io Evenings, which he in divers places mentioneth, Exod, 29. 39, Numb, 
28. 4.8, it te meent not thereby the time between} noon and vSun-ſerting, 
viz, the time between the evening of the day in common uſe-with the Fews 
which began at noon, and the evening of the day in their Sacred account, 
which began at Sun-letting, as I ſhewed before. Ste chap. 2. On the four- 
teenth day of bib, they were commanded, even the whole Aſſembly, to 
Kill the Paſchal Lamb between the two Ev'nings, Exod, 12.6, as it is accor- 
ding to the Hebrew Text and to eat the ſame at :the beginning of their 
Sacred day of rhe Paſſover, which began at Sun-ſetting, Deut. 16. 6: Luke 
22.14. Their taking the Lamb, killing, skinning, |and making ir cool and 
fir for roaſting ; yea the roaſting it, and preparingp with herbs for the T'a- 
ble, all was to be done between the two evenings before the ſetting of the 
Sug, T ke killing their Paſſover (very likely) was about that very time of 
the day when Chriſt our Paſſover was ſlain, which was between the two 
evenings; The former of the two evenings mentioned by Moſes, Exod.1 2. 
6, began at noon, at the beginnioyg of the ſeventh hour of the day with 
rhe Fews. 4 
So Lyrarus, According to the Hebrew Doflors, the Evening here mentioned, 
beginneth from the ſeventh hour, for at that time the Sun beginneth to incline 
toward the Weſt, (a) The ſeventh hour with the Fews ever 
(a) Lya. on began at noon, as their firſt hour began; at Sun-rifing. Maſius(b) 
EX. 12.6. ' 
on Foſhua confirmeth the ſame alſo. Bur if any doubt hereof, 
{b) Meſius on let him look only in Buxtorfius (c) his Lexicon , at the word 
Jol. 5. ITY, where he makes it clear that 25vy7 P32, Between

I. The Univerſal day is conſtant and unalterable ; ir cannot be made 
longer or ſhorter by all the Wir and Induſtry man can uſe, much leſs may a 
day thereof be gotten or loſt by mans indeayour, But week-days with al] 
People whether they | be Horizontal or Meridional days, may be either 
lengthned by travelling Weſtward, or fhortned by travelling Eaſt, yea 
whole day may thereby beeither gotten or loſt, and ſo he that' was the br {t- 
born may become the younger brother ; as in the'Law-Caſe between Fohz 
and fohannes; ] will not affirm the ſtory to be true, but it will ſerve ro iliu- 
ſtrate the truth of whar I before ſaid, and let ir be taken as I had ir. 
F'Villiam Douſe of Portingh had by his Wife Helen two Sons atone 
birth, within one heur, and either of them was named Foby, but for diftin- 
ions ſake, the Father and others called the younger Fobannes. When they 
came to be five and twenty years of age, Jobn' the Elder obtained moneys: 
and leave of his Father "to Travel with Sir Francs Drake , when be 
made his Voyage round the World. Fohannes lived at home with his Aged 
Father, his mother being dead ; but did-ſo miſ-behave himſelf roward-. his

he by his Travel had loſt a day. of his Age, and that he himſelf was Fobn the 
Elder,, when his Father made his laſt Will, and being poſſeſſed of the Goods 
he meant ro keep them.

The laſt day in which Chriſt ſhall come to judge the World, which muſt 
needs be on two week- days with People,if it be on Sunday with ſome,iit will 
be on Saturday or Monday with ſme others; and on different times alſo of 


the week-day, if it ſhall be at mid-night with ſome, ( not ohly mid-night of , 


ſecurity, Mat. 25.6, 13, 24, 39, 5O. but in reſpe& of the week-day ) ir 
will de at noon with ſore others, &c, Yet will it be one and the fame Uni- 
verſal-day, therefore every where in Holy Scripture that time is called a day, 
Fohn 6.39,40,54 11.24. AG#: 2. 20. Mat. 10,15. not days, It ſhall not be 
on one day here,and on another day elſewhere, bur on one and the fame day, 
It will be a general Gay of Judgment ; not only in reſpe& of all conditions 
of men, but alſo of all places, they ſhall be gathered from the four- Winds, 
Mar, 13. 27. frem all quarters of the World. Yea his coming ſhall then be 
not only on one andthe fame Univerſal or general day, but on one and 
the ſame hour of that day in reſpect of all People, [n an hour of that day 
the Trumpet ſhall ſound, Mar.24. 31.1 Thef. 4.16, then all in all places ſhall 
hear the Voice thereof at that fame moment, even at the twinkling of -kn 
eye. 1 Cor, 15.52, In vain ſhall the Plea of any be,alledging that it is Tueſ- 
day then with ſome People, and it is but Monday with us : O let us tarry 
till Tuſeday too : or that it is but one of the Clock with us, andit 1s 
three or more with others, and therefore too ſoon for them, No, for their 
account of the day will not ſerve the turn. All ſhall find that hour to be a 
general hour, of a general or Univerſal day, that is, not ſo@ner im one place 
than in another,

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CHAP. VI. 
The difference between Horizontal and Meridional Hays. 


Here is not a little difference between the Meridional and the Horizon- 

tal day, as may appear by what hath been before ſaid. 
Firſt, Fhey differ in length and duration,for theMeridional day,whereby the 
7ews counted thedays of their Months, and we the days of our Weeks and 


Months,is in time four and twenty hours withoutany ſenſible differency But * 


the Horizontal day, by which the Fews count the days of their weeks, from 
Sun-ſetting to Sun-ſetring, ( or from Sun-rifing toSun-rifing, by which ſome 
other have counted the days of their week ) is ſometimes in ſome places near

Again, Let it be, as ſuppoſed fo granted, that the 25th. day of March 
yearly is'truly the tirſt day of the Creation ; yet not a man living is there , 
that can tell within three days what day of our week that five and twentieth 
day of March was, which was the firſt day of the Creation, All the Art and 
indeavour of man is not ſufficient to find out whether the firft day of Cre- 
ation was Sunday or Saturday, or Monday, &c. and therefore not whether 
the day of Gods Reſt was Thurſday, Friday, or Saturday,

1. The carth being Global, and the true longitude of the place where 
Paraaiſe was, being unknown, no man can tell when to begin that day in 
the place where he liveth, We know when it is Saturday in fome places, ir 
15 then Sunday or Friday 1n ſome other places, We know that when Chriſt 
Roſefrom the Grave, it was then Sunday at Feruſalem in the fore-noon, ard 
we know that it was then Saturday in /irgmiain the afternoon, but no man 
can knowingly ſay that the day of Gods Reſt beginnerh on the Sarurcay, in 
the forenoon with tym, though it be granted that iſo began in Paradl/e. 

2. Though the Jay of Gods Reſt, (or any other Univerſal day) b- made 
known unto men, at what time, and on what day it began in Paradiſe ; and 
the very place where Paradiſe was made known alſo: Yet all Gods P.ople - 
could not poſſibly keep that very day of Gods Reſt ; By reaſon of the d:vcr- 
ſity of Longitudes of the Places wherein they may Live, they cannot keep 
all of them one and the ſame day, by 

This hath been proved unto us fully and plainly, even by the oppoſers 
of the Sabbath, Dr. Heylin nath even demonſtrated the fame, that men could 
not poſlibly have kept one and the ſame day for their Sxbbath 
bad it been commanded, (a) And further ſheweth, that the Fews (2) Hol por,

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no more than any other ſet particular day can, ir is not_the day bere com»

The Sabbath-day here commandedto be kept Holy, is ſuch a kind of day, 
' as may be known, kept, and obſerved by men, whereſoever they inhabne ; 
though in many and divers Longirudes of the Earth,Such as mg ht hav#-becn 
kept in the Wilderneſs where the Law was delivered; and in the Eaſt and 
Weſt-parts of Canaan, and in Babylon, Rome, Spain, and in all other habira- 
ble places, and therefore ought to be either ay Horizontal, or elſe a Meridio- 
nal day. In all places of the World, none other but Horizontal or Meridi- 
onal days are now, or at any other time heretofore have been in uſe with 
' men, for — out unto them their ſeven days or week : and ſuch as 
are their fix days of rhe.-week for Labour,ſuch ought the ſeventh day,even the 
day for Holy Reſt to be alſo, The Sabbathgay with the Fews was an Hori- 
zontal day, but then ſuch were the other days of their week alſo.: and what 
Nation ſoever havetheir week to conſiſt of Horizontal days, ought to have 
their Sabbath-day to be fo alſo. In the North of Rufja, and of th: King of 
Denmark: and Queen of Swedens Countreys, where the Sun maketh many 
Revolutions at ſorne ſeaſons of the year between - riſing and ſetting, men . 
cannot count their week by Horizontal days, but they do-and have counted 
their weeks by Meridional days. And fo do all Chriſtians generally of what 
Longitude or Latitude of the Earth ſoever they are , mete out their weeks 


by Meridional days, then ſuch ought their ſeventh day of their week to 
be alſo, |.

N What day the Sabbath ts to be in order or tale. 
N Ow 1s to be ſhewn what day in tale is to bethe Lords day,or Sabbath of 
the Lord, and this rhe Law-giver himſelf hath plainly pointed our un- 
- tous in this Law, to be the day following the fix days of labour, ſo that 
| none need to ſay the knowledge hereof is hidden from us; Who ſhall aſcend 
tor us into Heaven, and bring the knowledge thereof to us, that we may 
know it and obſerve it ? Butit isclearly demonſtrated unto'us by the Lord 
od,ſo that he that worketh with the Spade,may know the ſame as well as he 
rhat handleth the Pen, Six days ſhale thou labour, and, &c. but the ſevenmtb 
day « the Sabbath of the Lord thy God. The ſeventh day, that i, the day fol- 
lowing the ſix known days of labour, is none of ours, it is the Lords day. 
We may not make the Sabbath-day to, be the foxth day, for then wo 
ſhould ſhew our ſelves unthankful, in not receiving the Lords own bounriful 
allowance ; nor the eighth day, for then we ſhould encroach on the Lords 
right, and not be contented with his Liberal allowance of fix days for our. 
ſclyes, referving only the ſeventh for himſelf, mayek lk ought we to make. 
at 
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it the fifth, or the ninth or tenth, or any other: than the ſeventh day. Our 
weeks are not to conliſt of more or leſs than ſeven days, the laſt day i. wap 
D 


is the Lords day. 


Some call this day the ſtanding day of the week for Gods Worſhip , ſome 
the Lords day, ſome the Sabbath of the Lord , ſome the ſeventh day of the 
week, and in this Law it is ſet out to be the day after our-fix days of labour, 
Though theſe appellations do much differ in Letter, Sqund and Phraſe, 
yet they all Genifie the fame _ : 1t cannot be the ſeventh day of the 
week, burit will alſo be the day after our fix known days of labour,and the 
ſtanding day of the week for Gods Worſhip: this is the Lords day, or the 
Sabbath of the Lord, or to the Lord : and this is not only a ſeventh day of 
the week, as all and every other of the week-days are, but it is \the ſeventh 
day of the week *#] iZoxjiv, | 

There is not appointed from the Lord by this Law any fer time, whence 
men ſhould begin their week or ſevening, for to find the Lords day : fo that 
no People, Few or Gentile are tyed by this Commandment, diredtly to keep 
their Sabbath preciſely on ſuch or ſuch a day; or to begin their Sabbath, ar 
any ſet particular time ; as from midnight, or from Sun-riſing, noon or 
Sunſetting, | 

God ſeparated the tenth of Grapes , of Lambs, of Corn, &c. to the uſe 
of the Prieſts and Lewvites, As.the ſeventh day is in this Commandment faid 
to be the Lords, and ſanfified by the Lord, fo were thoſe tenths faid ro 
be the Lords,and Sanftified or Holy to the Lord: But it cannot there be 
meant of the very tenth Lamb that fell in order from the Damm, or of the 
tenth ear of Corn, or of the tenth cluſter of Grapes, firſt appearing or grown 
ripe; this was too too difficult for to find out ; bur of the tenth in proportion 
ſucceſſively,according to the cuſtomary manner ofcheir Tithing in the places. 
where they lived, No more can it be meant here of the ſeventh 'day from 
the firft beginning of the Creation, which cannot be found out, ror from 
any particular time ſet by the Lord, but the ſeventh day i proportion ſuc. 
ceſſively, according as any Nation or People do cuſtomarily begin their 
week, in what Longitude of the Earth foever they do inhabit : that ſeventh 
day by the expreſs words of this Law is the Lords day, or Sabbath-diy to 
or for the Lord,not of the Lord in that ſenſe which ſome take ir,as if it were 
the very day of Gods Reſt, but the ſeventh day unto the Lord, that i-, Sacred

It is true, that the Fews had a ſer time when they ſhould begin their week 
or ſevening; and ſo had a ſet and peculiar time or,day on which they were 
ro keep their Sabbath : but this they were not bound unto by this Law, Thar 
Saturday was their, ſeventh or Sacred day, and that it began at Sun-ſertting, 
rather than at another-time, was not by any expreſs out of this Command- 
men*, bur accidentally : that thereby they might be the better taken off 
from the Aſlyrians idolatry, wherewith they and generally moſt Nations, 
were deeply infefted ; of which I will ſpeak more particularly in the nexc 
Chapter, ;

The Aſſyrians Idolatry.' 
All Nations Worſhipped the Sun. 


—oue Aſſrrians Idolatry, wherewith Egypt, the Iſraelites, and generally 

other Nations were infe&ted, was both the worſhiping of Baal, and 

the adoring of the Hoſt of Heaven, The one was a man deified and Wor- 
ih'pped; the other were the Starre, viz. the Shin, Moon, and

0 thoſs. {hall thus find in Hiſtories and Antient Chronnologies, 


Nimred that mighty Hunter beforethe Lord, being a great 
and ſtrong Giant, began to Suppreſs and Tyrannize over others, bringing 
orhers in Shinar under him, and he ruled as King over them, The beginning 
of his Ringdom was Babel, wherefore he was called Saturnys Babylonicus. 
For the moſt Antient Kings, and firſt founders of a' Realm or People they 

called by the name of Saturn, and his eldeſt Son or Heir by the 
{b)Gurvar.Ep. name of Fupiter : and his Daughter, were called Funo's (b). 
"Thus they call'd his Father Cyſb, Caſh, Saturnus . Erhiops ; for 
that e£thipia was Peopled by him : And his Grandfather Cham they.calFd 
Saturnns eEgyprins, for that he and his Son Fupiter Mizraim Peopled Egypr. 
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Beſide Bahel, this Nimred had Erech, and Acad, ond Calxeb in the Land of 
Shinar, Gen, 10. 9, 10, 11, 12, Proceſs of time Nimrod left the King- 
dom of Babel unto his Son Be/us, whom they called Fupjter Belus, nor driven 
out of his Kingdom: by his Son, but Nimrod left the ſame unto bim, and 
went into Afbur, and there he Tyrannized over the Children of Aſhuy, and 
there he built Cities alſo, Niniveb and Rohoborh, and Calah and Rez. 
Ninus facceeded his Father Belus and his Grandfather Narod in their King- 
doms, and inlarged Niniveb, calling it by his own name Nintveh,and much 
inlarged his Dominions, and became a Monarch. This Ninus fo' condoled 
and took ſuch grief for the Death of his Father Belus, that for his own com- 
fort and his Fathers Honour,he had a goodly Image and repreſentation of his 
Father made, which he had in much Honour, Ochers ſceing it pyeaſed Ninns, 
reverenced this Image, by degrees more and more, and had fauits often pars 
don<£d for the Image ſake, inſomuch that at length Bel or Belus his Image 
was held'to be the ProteCtor of Aſyria, and ſo adored as their Protector. Yer 
waz he not Worſhipped in a Temple till after Nizus was dezd. Semiramis 
the Empreſs , and the Relit of Nimus, awplifying yet more the Dominions 
of her late Hu»band, built for Belus a Sumptuous Temple, and init a Coſtly 
Pillar for this Idol, in which Pillar was lngraven theſe words or Epitaph.

Aiter the Flood Aſtrology continued to flouriſh in and about the Coun« 
treys of Shinar , but eſpecially in Chaldea, and ſuch as excelled others there 
in Aſtrology, were advanced by the Aſſyrian and Chaldean Monarchs, Hows 
ever Nebuchadnezzar would in his wrath had thery to be killed for not telling 
his dreams. Dan, 2, 12, They were called the wiſe .men, Da. 2. 12, 13, 
14. and 4. 6; And by thoſe who had their Plantations Weſt ward, they and 
ſuch Aftrologers as they were , were tiled} the Wiſe men of the Eaſt, 
Theſe Chaldees or Magi were held in that Honour and efteem with the 4{j- 
rians, as were the.Sophi with rhe Perſians, or Prieſts with the 
Egyptians (d) Botmus certifieth us further of them,that the Pla- 
nets were their proper and peculiar (Gods, and that as Schollar;

Gifts (c). The Grecians were far more ignorant thereof, till 
near about fix hundred years before Chrift his Incarnation : 
when Anaximander, Meliſius, Thales Meliſins, Pythagoras; and 


in Platoes time Ewudoxus Cnidius brought the knowledge of A-. 


ſtrology into Greece, having learned the fame of the Egyptian 
Prieſts and Chaldees (4), The Romans grew more Ignorant,

they were ſubdued and mixed with other Nations ; but the Hoſt of Heaven, 


that is, the Planets were their Gods, Theſe their Gods they 
Worſhipped by courſe (e); every one on his day had ſome 
peculiar Worſhip done unto it;and the day on which any of the 
Planets had his Worſhip according to their order, that day was 
called by the name of that Planet ſo Worſhipped. As Saint-

Worſhippers do call the days of the month, on which they gave ſpecial Wor- 


ſhip to St. Peter, St, Fobn, St, Fames ; S', Peters day, St, Fohns day, and St. 


Fames day: $9 did thoſe Sun-Worſhippersz on what days of che week they 
gave ſpecial Worfhip to the Sun, or Moon, or Saturn; thoſe days were called 


by the names of the day of the Sun, rhe day of the Moon, the day of Sa- 
tarn. The time of the day for thew Worſhip was ever the forenoon, not the 


whole forenoon for them all, but at the riding of the Sun, when the firſt hour 
of their day for ſuch Worſhip began, And that Planer which came to be 


Worſhipped by courſe the firſt hour of the day, was counted Trump or 


Lord of that day. 


They.gave not equal Honour unto the Planets, neither were the days of 
their week alike Sxcred 5 but they had the Sun in the greareſt Honour, and 
for their moſt high God z next to him was the Moon, and the next Saturn, 
ſo accordingly were their days Sacred, their chiefeſt day of the week being 
then the day of the Sun, of which I will ſpeak more when I come to ſpeak of 
their ſeventh day Sacred, Botmus telleth us, Writing of Afria and their 
Cuſtoms, that four of the Plzners they had.in lefs efteem than the reſt ; His 
words are theſe, Martem, Venerem, Mercurium & Jovem pre ceteris obſer- 
uri ; quoniam velut proprium curſum ſortisi futura oftenderent, tanquam Dec-

rum isteriretes : quod ipſum adcoperſusſum babwerunt, at qua- 
tuor iſts aftra uno nomine Mercurios appellarent (b). That they 
diligently obſerved Mars, Venus, Mercury and Jupiter, for theſe 
by their proper courſe would foreſhew thirgs 19 come, as being Interpreters of 
rhe Gods, out of confidence whereof they cailed all theſe four Stars Mercuries, 
And my opinion is that as Butmus doth here orderly recite their names, in 
the ſame order did the [dolaters place them aloft in their Templesz Afars on 
the right hand, and Venus on the left hand of the! other three chict, then 
Atrcury on the right hand next to Mars, and Fupiter laſt, on the left 
hand. |

THE Iſraelites living in Egypt: were deeply tainted with the aforeſaid 4/« 
fyrian [dolatries which the Egyptians from them had learnt and fer up. 
DoRor Heyl;z proveth out of Cyril that the Fews Worſhipped the Sun and 
M-oonJand Hoſt of Heaven, as in thoſe times the Egyptians did. And to the 
', end they might acknowledge God alone to be the Creatar ; 
@) ws viſt. their Sabbath day was ſet unto them, &c ( «). 
*. "rs Ic is very true indeed that Door Heylin faith of them, tou- 
ching their Idolatries. Infomuch, that/when the Lord broughe 
them our of Egypt to be a peculiar people to himſelf, God then uſed many 
means to draw them cff from Worſhipping the Sun, Moon, and the reſt of 
the Planete, ail called, the Hoſt of Heaven, whereof the San was the chief. 
Firſt, God gave them a ſpecial charge that tn=nceforth not any of them 
ſhould ſerve the Sun, or Moon, 8c, And that if any Man or Worn amon 
them ſhould be known to ſerve the Sun, or Moon, 'or avy of the Hoſt o* 
Heaven, then the party, whether Man or Woman was to be ſtoned ta 
Death without mercy, Deaut. 17.'2, 3, 4» 5. 4 
Secondly, God charged them not to ſpeak of thoſe Gods, or to have their 
names come out of any of their mouths, Exod. 23. 1/3. They might not call 
the days of the week by the names of the Planets, the day of the Sun, the 
day of the Moon, &c. 'as other, Nations did, and do for the moſt part: 
but they called them thenceforth the firſt of the Sabbath,the ſecond of the Sab- 
bath, &c. Infomuch that all the Evangeliſts in recording the day and time 
of our Saviours Re urreQion,fay not, Jn the morning. of the day of the Sun,as 
other Nations commonly called that time, and we now, In the Sunday morn- 
ing; but, In the morning of the firſt day of the Sabbath : fo did they call our 
Sunday, Sr, Pawl alſo, thotigh he wrete to the Church in Corinth, yet wri- 
ting in the behalf of ſome Fews in Fwudes that were in want, called their 
weekly meeting day, nat the day of the Sun, as the! Gentiles call'd rhat day, 
but the firſt day of the Sabbith, 1 Cor. 26. 2. being the proper name there-

to them by the courſe of the Sun, as years, months, weeks and days, Where- 
as their year before began in 7:ſr;, when the Sun was in the Autumnal E. 
quinox ; they muſt thenceforth begin the ſame, when the Sun is moſt remote 
from it, that is, in Ab:b, Abib now mult be their firſt month, and Tri their 


. ſeventh, which was their firſt before. See chap. 4 Their weeks were then 


wholly altered ; the day of the Sun, which was the Gentiles ſeventh Sacred 
day(as I ſhall ſhew anon,)See chap 15,muſt thenceforth be with them a com- 
mon or ordinary work-day ; and the day which they muſt have for their ſe- 
venth Sacred day, was thenceforth to be that day, which the Lord pointed 
out unts them by Moſes, that is, the day following their ſix days of gathe- 
ring Quails and Manna, Ex, 16, 23; 26, when they were ready to 
periſh through want of Food. Alſo todraw the People unto an awtul obedi- 
ence hereto, and thatthey mightnot think it to be an innovation raiſed by

bath, there was no ſign of Manna to be ſeen; and the portion 

thereof gathered the day betore, and kept unto their Sabbath-day, ſtank 
not. The miraculous feeding them many years after this manner bred -in 
them a cuſtom of obſerving the week according to this new aflignment. The 
Lord by Moſes cauſed them to alter the beginning of their days of th2 week 
too, for whereas before they began their days, as other Worſhippe:: of the 
Sun did, at the firſt appearance of the Sun in the Horizon, counting the firſt 
hour of their day to begin at Sun-rifiag, thenceforth they muſt begin theic 
day for the ſervice of God, when rhe Sun 1s furtheſt off from his rifiag, Sun- 
rifag was the time when the Gentsles began their Worſhip to the Sun, bur 
theirs muſt begin at Sun-ſetting. Their evening Sacrifice , was their prime 
Sacrifice. P/al. 141. 2, Their Feaft of the Paſſover muſt be ar the ſertiag of 
the Sun, Deut. 16. 6, and their Sabbaths muſt begin with the evening ; 
from evening to evening were they to celebrate their Sabbaths, Lev. 23. 32. 
that ſo they may the better remember and acknowledge the Lord God their 
Creator and Governour; that it was he, and not the Sun, Moon or Hoſt of

Sun; but 
now in contempt of that Idolatry, the Fews were to have their faces toward 
the Weſt or Sunſerting ; and their breech-roward the Sun-riling, when they 
bowed and Worſhipped God. The Holy place therefore in the Tabernacle 
: was toward the Weſt, as D. Willet| proveth (a), And when 
(a)Willet. 19. the Temple of God was. built, the houſe of God was ſo placed 
<a in the inner Court, as that\they who came thither co pray, 
when they bowed, had. their- Poſteriours, (as it isin the Hebrew) towards 

the Sun-rifing, and their faces Weſtward towards the houſe of God. ”

9.20 hen he was with the Fews he kept the Saturday-Sab- 
bath as the Fews did, As 17, 2. and 18, 4. and 13, 14, 42, But when 
he was with the Gentiles that were turned unto Chriſt, and imbraced the 
Goſpel, he obſerved and kept the ſame ſeventh Sacred day they did , which 
with them was called the day of the Sun, on which day they uſually mer 
together, 1 Cor. 16, 2. At 20. 7, There aroſe no fmall difference between 
the converted Fews, and the converted Gentiles hereabout. The Few: eſtee- 
ming the Saturday to be more Holy than the Sunday, condemned the Gen- 
tiles for Prophaners of the Sabbath, becauſe they obſerved not the Saturday: 
and for that they kept the day of the Sun, the Fews held them to be Wor- 
ſhippers of the Sun as other Geni:/es were. The Gentiles on the other (ide 
upbraided the Fews as ſuperſtitious, for their obſerving their ſet Holy-days, 
(whercof their Saturday-Sabbath from evening to/'evening was one) which 
were aboliſhed. This upbraiding and condemning one another in things in- 
different, St. Paul ſpeaketh againſt, -and writeth to the contrary in his Epi- 
ſtle to the Remens, Rom, 14. 5. and to the Co/ofſigns. Col. 2, 16. The Fews 
were no more bound thencetorth by the Law of God, to keep their Sabbath 


.. onthe Saturday than en the Sunday. The Sabbath-day by the Lord Com- 


manded to them , and to all in this Law, being not this or that day, but 
the ſeventh, relating to the {ix days of our labour before-going, is the ſe- 
venth day of the week with allPeople.Now that it may the better appear what

CHAP. XIL| 


What a Week is. | 
The Seventh day of the Week is the Lords day. 


Mm Week 1s the ſpace of time made by ſeven whole days without iNer- 
4 miſhon, _. 

By ſeven days,l mean ſeven ſuch days as are all of one and ” \ame kind. 
If any. of them be Horizontal days, they- are all ro'be HorizontaP days, ſuch 
as were the ſeven days of the Week with the Fews. And if any be Meridio9- 
nal, they are all ro be Mcridional days, as are the days of the week with 
Chriſtians, The Fews S:bbath, or ſeventh day |was from Sun-ſerting to 
Sun-ſetting ; therefore fo ſhould the fix days of thejr week be aiſo. The fix 
days of our week are from mid-night to mid-night,] and therefore the ſeventh 
1snot to be from Sun-fetting to Sun ſerting, but from mid-night to mid-njghr 
alſo, The ſeventh day muſt relate to the f1x days before-going, The ſeventh 
day, which was the day of Gods Reſt, cannot relate to the fix days of work 
with any Peopie: Nor can the ſeventh day of the week with any People re- 
lare to the {ix days of Gods Work at the Creation; theſe were not of the ſame 
kind of days with the week-days that now are, vr at any time heretofore 
have been, or can be in uſe with men, as 1 have alrcady fully proved, See 
Cha - Jo : 

That ſeven whole days without intermiſſion] from any time, as from 
Sunday to Sunday, or from Saturday to Saturday, or from Munday to 
Munday 1s a week may appear. ; 

Firſt, From the ſeveral names and appellations by which a week is called 
with People of ſeveral Tongues and Languages, Our Antient Saxons, and 
we from them call it Sennight ; and two ſuch weeks fortnight ; that is, ſe- 
ven nights, and fourteen nights, The Romans called it Septimans ; that is, 
ſeven mornings, taking the morning for the whole; day , as the Saxons did 
the night. With the Greeks it was called i84ow as, which is defined to be 
Intervallum ſeptem dieram : 'That is, ſeven day.. Tbe Hebrews called a 
week not ſeven nights, as the Saxons did, nor ſeven mornings, as the Ro- 
mans did,. but as the Greeks did ©2329? NVAW feven days, or VIIW that 
k, a ſeveny of days. | | 


Secondly, Frequently in Holy Scripture, ſeven days from any-ſer time 15 
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counted a week. Laban bade-Facob fulfill ber ber week: Gen. 2.9.2.7 meaning 
the ſeven days of Leas Marriage ; Such was the uſual time for Marriage- 
feaſts in thoſe days. Judg. 14 10, 12, Ifa Woman was at any time deli- 
vered of a Man-child ſhe was to be unclean ſeven days; or a week : but if 
ſhe was delivered of a Maid-child, Lv. 12. 2, 5. ſhe was to be unclean 

. COVYAV , that is, two weeks: And ſo is it in our laſt Tranſlation. The Lord 

appointed the Fews to count for their feaſt of Pentecoft called their feaſt of 
Weeks, thus; On the morrow after the Firſt-day cf the Paſſover ( which ne- 

ver fall on the ſame day of the week two years together ) ſhale thou number. . 
unto thee ſeven weeks, Lewit, 2-3, 11,15, 16, Deut. 16, H, So that it is 
evident, that theſe their weeks. for meting out unto them their Feaſt of Pen- 
recoft, began from different times, or days of their Sabbatical wee k. 

Thirdly, ſeven days fo ſucceeding each other, as that their boundary be 
the ſeventh day, every indifferent man will grant ro be a week, _ But ſuch 
may be from any, ſer time, or day, Such were the ſeven days of unleavened 
bread: they began ſometimes on Monday, and {ometimes on Tueſday, and 
ſometimes on other days, and never two years together on one and the ſame 
day of the Fews Sabbarical week, Yet were thoſe ſeven days a week with 
them, even their week of Sweet Bread ; the boundary whereof was the ſe- 
venth day. Lev. 23. 8, Deut. 16. 8. Exod, 12,16. There is no difference 
made eirher in reſpect of Letters, Vowels, or Accents between the ſeventh 
day of the week of ſweet Bread* before-ſaid, and the ſeventh day of their 
Sabbarical week, which with them was the Sabbathk-day of the Lord. The 
like is to be ſaid of the weeks appointed to their Prieſts for their judgment 
in the caſe of Leprofie, Lev. 13. 5. 27. And of the weeks of Daniels mour- 
ning, Dan. 10, 2, 3, By all which it is clear that a week is ſeyen days ſuc- 
ceeding each other trom any ſet time, or day : and that if the firſt day there» 
of be known, the ſeventh day of the fame will be known alſo. 

Next, We are to know what the ſeventh day of the week is, being the 
day here in this Law commanded to be kept Holy. 

There is much difference between a ſeventh day and the feventh day, Eve- 
ry day of a week is a ſeventh day ; but only the boundary thereof is the ſe- 
venth day of that week. In like manner, there is 'much diftererice between 
the ſeventh day of a week, and the ſeventh day-of the week. The ſeventh 
day from the birth of a Child is the ſeventh day of a week,. and the bounda- 
ry thereof ; rhen was the Child a "week Old. The laſt day of rhe week of 
unleavened-bread was the ſeventh day of a week; and fo was the ſeventh 
day appointed tothe Prieſt in the caſe of Leprofie, as before was ſhewed ; but 
it was not the ſcventh day of the week, of the week whoſe boundary is 
Sacred, and Con.manded to be kept Hoty. This week is the week «#7 iZox, 
it bath ſome excellency in ir, which other weeks have not: and that in re- 
ſpeCt of its Uſe, Conſtancy and Univerfality,

But he tyeth all Nations that 
ac what time {: ever they begin the week, they work not on the ſeventh day, 
but SanRifie it; It-is che Lords, All other weeks are for uſe inferiour to 
this, Ocher weeks may for to ſhew the juſt time for payments 
of monies, weekly or monthly billeting of Souldiers, taking of journeys, 
and for a thoufand other reckonings in Civil affairs, bur all inferiour in uſe 
unto this, | = 
S:condly,Other weeks are more inconſtant than this,they vary in one and 
the ſame place,or elſe continue but a ſhort time. The weeks of Sweet Bread 
varied every year with the Jews, like as their P:ffover did, which never 
fell on the ſame week-day two years together,but were as unconſtant as the 
Moon, Weeks for payments of moneys, billeting Souldiers, 6c. are of ſhort 
continuance. Of thoſe that do uſe them, ſeldom or! never do all of the ſame 
City or Town begin them at the ſame time; W hereas weeks in uſe for poin- 
ting out the ſeventh day Sacred are conſtant, | 
Thirdly, Other weeks are not generally in uſe with all. All do not billet 
4 by che week, nor pay, nor receive wages by the week, neither do men ge- 
nerally make their reckonings and Accounts by weeks. But weeks for mea- 
ſuring out the-{ix days of labour, and the ſeventh day Sacred, have been in 
ut with all People and Nations of any note and farpe, not only with Chrj- 
ftians and Fews, but alſo with Turks and Heathey Nations. Though the 
week was not the ſame with them all,and therefore; their ſeventh day Sacred 
couid not be rhe ſame with all ; yet all had ſeven days to the week, and all 
had the ſeventh day of their week Sacred, The Twrks ſeventh Sacred day 
with them called Algams is on our Friday, becauſe on that day Mahumer 
fled from Mecha to Fethrib (a), The|Zews kept their ſeventh 
c oak will. þ48* Sacred day on our Saturday, beginning the ſame on Friday at 
the ſerting of the Sun, becauſe at that time the 1/raelites firſt 
began their ſ1x days of gathering Quails and ſuſtenance; as may appear in 
Exod. 16, And becauſe at that time of the day their deliverance out of E- 
£ypt was aſſured and Sealed unto them, Der. 6.6. and alſo for the Lord 
Commanded them to do fo, Lew. 23. 32, And (Chrifians keep their ſe- 
venth day Sacred on the Sunday, beginving rhe ſame with the morning ; 
chiefly for that our Lord and Saviour at Feruſalem made his glorious Refur- 
zeCtion on the Sunday morning. "The Gentiles alſo had the Sunday for their 
ſeventh Sacred day, though they kept it Sacred in honour of the Sun, of 
which 1 ſhall ſ:y more anon, See chap. 15. In theſe reſpedts this week way 
zruly be ſaid to be more excellent than all other, and the boundary thereof to 
be not only the ſeventh day of a week, but the ſeventh day of the week. 
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CHAP. XIII. 


The Antiquity of Weeks proved. 


yl bg Antiquity of weeks may be gathered. — 

Firſt, From that it hath beea the general practice of moſt Nations, to 
have juſt ſeven-dazs.tq the week: andevery paxticular day of the week to 
bear rhe name of the ſame Heatheniſh God, or Planer with, them all; even - 
with thoſe Nations between whom there was no commerce or trafhck ; and 
were unknown the one to the other, How can it be conceived, that many 
Nations ſhould have neither more nor leſs than ſeyen days+to the week, and 
to have the day of the Sun to be Sunday with them all, and the day of the 
Moon to be Monday with all, and ſo every week-day to be the fame with 
them all, ( except with the Fews and Twrks, who gnly as far as I can read 
of, altered their week, the Few beginning the ſame on the Sunday, and the 
Turk on the Saturday, for the reaſons before given ) had not their Ance- 
{tors ( before ever they were diſperſed, far from the Land of Shinar and 
Aſſyria ) under the 4ſſjrian Monarchy, in the time the Planets were held 
the Gods of the World, fo counted the weelt, and called every week-day 
by the name of the ſame Planer, as now generally we do. 

They who ſhall be alive in Americs three hundred years hence, and ſee 

there ſo many Notions of different Tongues, and all to have jult ſeven days 
to the week, and all to have Sunday fq their ſeventh Sacred day 
and call every of their other week-days alike, will they not ſay 
or Conceive that this could never have fo happened, had not their 
Anceſtors in Eurcpe obſerved weeks, and had juſt ſo many days to the week, 
and call every day of the week by the ſame names before ever they removed 
thence, and were diſperſed into ſo many and various Plantations in Americe? 
The like may we well conceiye of the Antient Saxons, Romans, Egyptians, 
and other Antient Nations, that it could never fo have happencd, that every 
of them ſhould have weeks, and juſt ſeven days to-the week, and every week- 
day to be called by the name of the ſame Planer with them all, had not their 
Anceſtors under the Aſſyrian Monarchs, who firſt ſet up the Idolatry of 
Worſhipping the Planets, obſerved ſeven days to the week, and called the 
week-days by the ſame names of the Planets, before they came to be Planted 
abroad in feveral Nations, | 

Secondly, Adam at firft had no other meaſure to-mete out his Ape and 
time, bur days and weeks, Theſe be had from the Lords Standard, who ha- 
ving wrought fix days and reſted the ſeventh, did Sanctihie the ſeventh day. 
Adam knew all Creatures at the firſt fighr of them, and gave names to the 
Creatures ſaitable to theirNatures.He knew them to be not Eternal ,nor a year 
old, and therefore might as well know their Age to a day, When the Lord 
broughtEve unto him he knew her by fight, He knew ſhe was not three days, 
nor aday Old. He knew that ſhe was made of him, and: on the fame ſrxth 


day 


| 
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day in which he himſelf was made; and that the Lord on the next day re- 
ed from his Werks of Creation.” By this Pattern and'Standard of the Lord, 


he might mete out time by weeks before he could have any Experimental 
knowledge of months and years, which were afterward in time gotten by 
obſervation of the courſe of the Sun and Moon. And we find, - that in Anti- 
ent times there was wuch difference and variatiow'in the count of years and 
months with People : Some had but three months, ſome ren, rhe Jews had 
ſometimes twelve, and ſomerimes thirteen months to the year, Their months 
did alſo much differ for length, but never was the week counted. ro be more 
or leſs than ſeven days with «ny People. 

Thirdly, From the Teſtimony of ſundry Learned and Pious Writers.

ſuch as Homer, Hefiod, Callimachus and Linus , who have ſpoken very Lau- 
dably of the Creation of the ſeventh day (f ). This knowledge 
of the Creation,and ofthe ſeventh day,and conſequently of the 
count of days by ſevens or weeks, they could not have bur by 
Tradition, or from the Books of Moſes, From the Books of Moſes doubtleſs 
they had it not, for they were not Extant in the Greek Tongue, until Pro- 
lomie prevailed to pet ſevemty two S-niors of the/Fews to turn them into 
Greek, which was many hundred of years after Homer, While as the King- 
doms of 1ſrael and Fudah flouriſhed, the Gentiles could never get the leaſt 
parcel of Sacred Scripture, The Fews counted it to/be an high Prophanati- 
on of the Books of Moſes, if they were any ways Communicated to the Hea- 
then, Fohn Gregory plentifully ſheweth and proveth, that before this inter- 
pretation was made by the ſaid 72, Seniors, the Heathen had no light from

Trogius(a);for which ſuppoſed Innovation brought in by A4:- (9)T192.4 354 
ſes, the Heathen generally envied them, and- their Poers wrote very diſ- 
gracefully of them about cheir Sabbath-day. Ir was not then from Moſes, 
but by Tradition, that they had the knowledge o: the Creation and of the 
ſeventh day, T 

Fifthly, Gomarus, who with all his might oppoſed the Morality of the 

Sabbath day, doth yer acknowledge, that Adam, Merbuſelab, Sem and A- 
braham, had knowledge of the Creation and of the feventh 
day (c); And why not Moſes alſoSand thouſands belide them? (<)G9mwr: de 
Meſes indeed had a full knowledge by Divine Revelation , and _— 
infallible Inſpiration by the Holy Ghoſt, which guided him in the Hiſtori- 
cal Relation of the Creation of all things and of the day of Gods Reſt,as well 
as of other things related in his Books, yet queſtionleſs he had ſome general 
knowledge by Tradition of moſt things he wrote of, as they were delivered 
from Father to Son unto his days. It would have been a very wild conceic 
of Gomarus to think, when he wrote that the knowledge of the Creation and 
of the ſeventh day, came from Adam to Merhuſelas, and from him to Sem, 
and from Sem to Abrabam, that the knowledge there of was intailed to the 
Heirs Male, or to ſome Perfons in a lineal deſcent from Noah to Abraham, 
and not to others alfo, Incredible is it, that Noah ſhould teach the knowledge 
thereof to Sem only,and not to Cham and Faphet too ; and that Sem: ſhould 
reveal the ſame ro Arpbaxad only, keeping it as a ſecret from all other his 

Sons and Daughters : and that Arphaxad ſhould do the like unto Sala, and 

he to Heber, and h* to Peleg, and he to Rew, and he to Serug, and he to Na- 

bor, and he to Terah, and he ro Abrabam : and that none of them ſhould im- 

part-rhar knowledge to any other of cheir S9ns and Daughters : and that the 

remembrance, as well of the ſeventh. day, as of che Creation, was wholly 

*extin&t with Abraham, Without all peradventure Cham and Fapher, and 
their Poſterities had and retained the knowledge thereof for many generati- 
ons ; ſome of them to the days of the before-named Poets, and long after 
too. Orpheus, Eſchylus, Aratus, Pindarus, Epicharmus , and others mencio-

"Ep may be many who have pubiiſhed abroad to the World, that 
there is a certain hourly Rule or Government which the Planets have 
given them of the Creator, by which every of them ſucceſſively, and in a 
viciflitude, doth govern his hour according to this common diſtich, 


Cynthia, Mercurins, Venus, & Sol, Mars, Fove, $ atur, 
Ordine retrogrado fibi quivts wendicat boram. 


Hence they ſay, that untill this hourly Governawens was by skilfu] Aſtro*® 
nomers found out and known, the Gentiles had' no weeks, and having no 
weeks they could not have the ſeventh-day Sacred ; ſuppoſing none before 
this to have week but the Fews only, and therefore none but they to have a 
Sabbath-day, 

Among many other Dr. Heylis was of this opinion, who from hence doth 
argue the Sabbath-day nor to be moral, being not obſerved or knowg but 
by the Fews only, He would have us take it for granted, that no Nation 
without the knowledge of Aſtrology, ( the Fews excepted ) whereby men 


came firſt ro know the Planets hourly Government, and {© conſequently. 


what Planet governed the firſt hour in every day,could have weeks,or ca)l the 
week-days by the names oPthe Planets. The Gentiles (faith he) following the 
motion of the Planets, gave to each day the name of that particular Planet, by

the Chaldean Aſtrologers, all the Magicians among the Perſians he held to be 
ignorant herein, and therefore during the Aſſyrian and Perſian Monarchy 
weeks not to be in uſe, Yea he tells us farther that neither the Greeks, nor 
Romans when they were in their greateſt flouriſh for Arts and Empire, had 
weeks, becauſe rhey had not as then gotten this ſuppoſed excellency of A- 
ſtrology, to know by the motions of the Planers, what Planet governed the 
firſt hour in every day (a), Thoughithe Planers had ( as ſome 
(2) Hoyl-patt ſay) this orderly and hourly government, even from the day 
I. page54. of their Creation : Yet the Dr. holds that neither Plato, nor 
Py:hagoras, nor any of the famous Aſtronomers before Eudoxus, had gotten 
this excellency,- Firſt, ſaith he, the Greeks learnt the motions of the Planets of 
Eudoxus,and therefore could not know the week before. He doth grant that they 
might have great Aſtrologers among them, and yet be Ignorant of this 
hourly government of the Planets, whereby they conſtantly point out the 
week and the days of the week, ' For he ſaith of the Romans, rhar they were 
welt enough acquainted with the Planets im their later times; Tet they divi- 
ded not their Calendar into weeks till near about the time of Dioniſius Exiguas,

they did obſerve no weeks, | 
In anſwer hereunto 1 ſay, that if it be true which the DaCtor would, that 
without theHoly Scripture,weeks could not be knawn but by the knowledge 
of che ſaid hourly government of rhe Planets ; and that this government of 
the Planets was not found till the Egyptians of late/times, and Eudoxs from 
them had gotten the knowledge thereof ; it muſt- needs be confeſſed , not 
only what the DoCtor thence inferreth, that all the four great. Monarchies 
did obferve no Sabbath, becauſe they did obſerve/no weeks, Bur that the

2, 10, Yea though the place where theſs 
Travellers met were made known alſo, yet would the queſtion remain un- 
refolvable, unleſs there be fome line or other {uppoſed, where the Planets 
ſhould begin their Government,. and from whence the Calculation is to be 
made: Bur in that ſuppoſal there is no certainty, Now if the ſaid Travellers 
agree together, to have that day of their meeting to be Sunday, then any

much truth have ſaid, that the Germans had not weeks, till AHearicus Haflia- 


nus had taught this knowledge in Aſtrology, which be brought from Paris 6 - 
little before, There 1s the ſame reaſon in them both, but this is known to . 


be far from truth. If any ſay that the Germans had learnt to have weeks. 
,and tocall the days of the week by the names of the Planets, ſince the ſaid 


bourly Rule was found out, and that either from the Rimans or Grecians, .. 
or from ſome other Nation with whom they lived, before they care to in- - 
habit in Germany : as the French, the Engli/b , the Dutch, and other People:

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in America have weeeks, and call the week days by the ſame names thoſe 
Nations did, with whom their Anceſtors lived before they came into Ame- 
rica, My anſwer is, they are much miſtaken; for Germany wasa very 
Antient Kingdom, as Theodore Bibliander, and Verſtegan alſo do acquaint us, 
Twiſco, who before he died wasa King, and the firft King of the Germans 
was born long before there was a Monarchy of the Romans, Grecians or 
Perſians either. He was antienter than Abrahams father, Bibliander thus 
writerh of him, Tuiſco, quem aliqui putant, &c. Tuiſco, whom ſome think to 
be Aſchensz the Nephew of Noah,erefed the Kingdom of Sarmatia, and from 
whom the Durch-men are called Trutſhen.Tacitrrs holdeth him to be the Son 
ot Terra or Arezia, Noahs wite (a), Hannus who was Twi'- 
(a)Thod Biol. g his Son, and the ſecond King ot the Germans , was born 
not twenty years afrer Abraham, and Wigwoner their third 
King was born before Abraham went out of Ur, a Town of the Chaldees, 
and therefore according to Bibliander, before the Eg yptians had learnt A- 
ſtrology. For it ſeems the Epyptians as well as other |Nations, ſevering them- 
ſelves from Nsahs Poſterity, remaining about Chaldea, Aſſyria, and other 
parts of Shinar, buſted themſelves ſo about their new Plantation in Eyypr, 
that they negle&ted and forgot Aﬀtrology, till Abraham came out of Chal- 
dea, and went down into Egypr, where, as Foſephrs ſaith, he taught Aﬀro- 
nomy unto them, being ignoratit thereof before (b). The

Thus having now been ſhewed, firſt that rhere is| indeed no ſuch hourly 
Government as is pretended ; And ſecondly, that the/week days had not their 
names from thence ; Any man may fee the weakneſs of Dr. Heylins principal 
argument, to prove thereby, that neither of the four great Monarchies, nor 
any People elſe, the Fews only. excepted, had weeks , and therefore no 
Sabbath. . 
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CHAP. XV. 


Sunday was the ſeventh day with the Gentiles. 
Sunday continued to be the ſeventh day of 'the week with Chri- 
ſtians. 

Aving declared what weeks are, and the fg continuance of them ; 
H and alſo anſwered the main objection made againſt their Antiquity ; 1 
will now indeavour to make apparent, that Supday was not only a ſeventh, 
but the ſeventh day with the Genres, [ 

Concerning which it hath already been proved, 1, That the ſeven Pla- 
nets were of the old Gentiles Gods, 2. T hat the ſeven days of the week were 

' deputed to thoſe their Gods; and' as Fohn Gregory doth aſ- 

(a)78. Grigai ſure us (a) in his Aſſyrian Menarchy, that the days of the week 

—» were called of the Aſſyrians by the /natnes of the ſame Planets, 

unto whom the week-days were ſeverally dedicated ; and that 

all Nations did from them call the days of the week in l;ke manner. 3. That 
the Sun was of all their Gcds held the Chiefeſt and Suprezm, 

Now common ſenſe and reafon will tell us, thatrhe day which was by 
them Dedicated to their Chicfeſt God, and bare his Names the day of the 
Sun, which we call: Sunday, muſt be with them'the chicfeſt day of all the 
ſeven in their eſtimation ; and therefore was it with them not only a ſeventh 
day of the week, but the ſeventh day 8" G04, | 

Neither was Sunday the ſeventh day of the week with the Idolatrous Ger- 
tiles only, but was alſo, as it 1s moſt probable, that ſeventh day which the 
Patriarchs before the Flood held to the Honour of the Creator, in remem- 
brance of the Creation, and of Gods Reſting on the ſeventh day, For when 
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Nimrod otherwiſe called Saturnus Babylonicus, Belus "his Son, and other 
Potentates of Way 6 ay LG had Idolatrouſly fer up the whole Hoſt 
of Heaven, thar is,the Sun, Moon, and the other Planets, with conſtellati- 
ons ſubſervient to them ; which of the ſeven days of the week, will any 
reaſonable man imagine, did they dedicate to the Honour of their greateſt 
God the Sun, rather than thar, which before was held to the Honour of 
God the Creator ? Surely not any other, And when the Aſſrian and Chal- 
dean Powers had, as much as in them lay, robbed God (if I may fo ſay) of 
his Titles, Attributes, Providence, Works of Creation, Government and, 
Worſhip; .and, gave the chief of all their ſpoils to their chiefeſt God the Sunz 
Nimrod giving him the name Baal (a), which he afterwards J7o. E 
aſſumed ro himſelt (b), Belzs giving him the name Fove, (Fe- 7 bets. 
hovab in the Hebrew) the which he aſſumed afterward unto (») Bibliar. 
himſelf,and was called Fowe Bel, They called the Sun God, 

and held him the God of Gods, and Lord of Lords, and Governour of all 
things:and tha tthe World was not Created, but was from everlaſting govern- 
ed by the Planets, the Sun being Chief and Soveraign Ruler : Wculd they 
not do the like, may any one think, with that day which was held to the 
Honour of the Creator ? All that was known to be for the Worſhip and 
Honour of God the Creator, they gave to the Honour of the Sun ; and 
therefore doubtleſs they deputed to the Sun that day alſo, 

Again, When they aſſigned to every of thoſe Gods the ſeveral days of 
the week, no indifferent underſtanding man but will conceive that they 
would Dedicate to their greateſt God the Sun, the day held before to the 
Honour of the great God of Heaven and Earth, rather than to the Afcoz, 
Mercury, or other inferior Gocs. So that moſt likely, the ſeventh day with 
the Patriarks, was none other, but that which afterwards was the Suns day 


- with the Aſians, and frem them was called the day of the Suri with other 
| Nations alſo, asthe other week-days were called by the names of the other 


Planets:and fo by cuſtom have they continued to be called with all Nations 
of any note for Civility and Knowledge,except with the Fews only, who af- 
ter their coming out of Egypt, had another day afligned unto them for their 
ſeyenth Sacred day ; and had a ſpecial Command given them, not to make 
any mention of thoſe Gods of the Nations, nor to have their names at all in 
their mouth, as 1 have ſhewed before, EO 

2, Sunday was the ſeventh day of the week with the Gentiles, as may be 
Colle&ted from the Pens of many Learned Authors, as well Chriſtian as 
Heathen. | 

Aug. Steuchizes in Gen: 2, Speaking of the ſeventh day affirmed, that it 
was in omni atate mter omnes gentes venerabils & ſacer, Thelike do Chry/o- 
Pome, Beda, and other more, whoſe words | have betore in the 13.Chapter- 
exprefled; Alſo amongſt the moſt Antient Poets, divers of them do teſtifie 
the ſame, as Linz, Callimachi, Heſiod and Homer, who was above two hun- 
dred years before Eudoxis knew what Aſtrology was, All of them were 
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Heathen, yet all of them ſpake very laudably of the ſeventh Sacred day, 
Their words for brevities fake I will not here rehearſe, fith they are to be 
ſeen, and are urged by many Writers, as namely, Clem. Alexand. Strom. 
I. 5. Euſeb. de Prep, Evang. Il. 13.c, 17. Rivetws in Gen. c. 2, andin' his 
Diſſert. de Origine Sabb4. Alſo Dr. Heylin in bis Hifory of the Sabbath , part 
1. c. 4 Now the ſeventh day ſo laudably by them; ſpoken of, was the day 
of the Sun, For, 1, It was not Saturday the Fews (ſeventh day. The Gen- 
tiles liked rhe Fews Saturday, as (faid a Papiſt) the Devil doth Holy-water, 
It was counted by them a diſdainful novelty; their Poets commonly 
would have one laſh or other at the Fews for it, and never ſpake in 
honour thereof, 2. The Adverfaries themſclves da'grant that the day of the 
Sun was the ſeventh day, and Sacred alſo with the Heathen ; but here's 
their evation, The ſeventh day Sacred tothe Sun with the Heathen, ſay they, 
was the ſeventh day of the Month, and not the ſeventh- day of the week. 
Now that the day of the 'Sun was the ſeventh day of the week with the 
Heathen, and not the ſeventh day of the month, thus I prove. 
rt. Clemens and Euſebius, both alledge the faid | Poers, ro ſhew , that the 
Gentiles had the ſeventh day of the week Sacred with them. 
2. Orher Authors generally take Sunday with the Gentiles for a week-day, 
and not for the day of a month. | | 
3. Had the ſeventh day Sacred to the Sun been the ſeyenth day of every 
month, as they affirm, the Greeks doubtleſs would have noted the ſame 
down in their Calenders, Though they could net ſet down conſtantly the 
ſeventh day of the week, by reaſon of their interealing fo many days at a 
time, no more than others then could do; and no more than we can ſer down 
the moveable Feafts that were with us, unleſs it he in a yearly Almanack, 
before that Fulius Ceſar had correfted the year. | Yet never ſhall we ſee a 
Calender, in which the Principal immovyable Sacred days were omitted.

(b) White of Dr, Francs White and' Dr. Heylin alfo tell us (b) that 
the Sabbath p. Chriſtians of the firſt Ages, becauſe they kept the Sunday for 
197. Heyl. their Sacred Services, and bowed Eaſtward in their Worſhip, 
p47. 2.53: were upbraided for Sun-Worſhippers, though they neither 
Worſhipped the Sun, nor called? their day of Worſhipping 
God Sunday, but the Lords day, being their Sabbath Sacred day of Reſt 
to the Lord. Surely if Sunday had not been with the Heathen who were 
Sun Worſhippers indeed, a weekly ſervice day, but the ſeventh day of the 
month only,there had been no cauſe or ground, why either Few or Gentile 
ſhould have caſt ſuch an aſperſion on them of being Worſhippers of the Sun.

ſhewerh plentifully thax the Heathen Poets , and others called (MERE . 
Sacred days Faſting days (6), But to-put usout of doubt that 
the Thurſday, and Sunday were not only faſting days, but 
Sacred alſo with the Heathen, P/atina refolveth the caſe : who, on the Life 
of the faid Pope, ſets down bis Decree thus, Miltiadss inftitutum jui: , we 
Dominico, neve feria quintd jejunaretur ; quia hos dies Pagani quaſs ſacros c- 
lebraut. W hereby it appears, that Sunday was a Sacred day, not of the 
month, but of the week with the Heathen. 

6. Laſtly, The Tcftimonies of divers Learned Writers ſhew that che Cay 
of the Sun with the Gentiles was a week-day, even the fame which we call 
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60 The Seventh-day Sabbath. _ Chap. x5; 
cundum Gentiles, dies Dominicus primus eft ; cum principio ' illius diet incipie 
dominari principals planeta Sol z propter quod vocabant eundem diem Solis, & 
exhibebant ei venerationem, Ut ergo error ile excluderetur, reverentia cul.

It ſeeme:th by theſe that Chriſtzans at firſt, deveſted the Sun of the Wor. 
ſhip given him on the day of the Sun, and gave the whole right of Wor. 
' ſhip on that day untothe Lord God; They ſervedthe' day of the Sun as 
the men of 7/rael were to ſerve their Captive Maidens ; the things that grew 
excrementitiouſly on them, as hair, and nails were to be ſhaven, and cut ; 
Deut; 21. 12. and fo caſt away, -&c. and then the men lawfully might keep 
and uſe them : So Chriſtians of the firlt Age after Chriſts Aſcenſion, pared 
cf, and caſt away what did excrementitiouſly (if I may fo ſay) grow on 
the day of the Sun, as the Adoration, and Superſtitious Services given to it 
on thyz day ; and then they lawfully might, and did make uſe of the ſame; 
and it Became their ſtanding ſervice-day unto Gods honour. 

Divers other Teſtimonies of ſundry Authors may be given to prove the 
day of the Sun with the Gentiles to be, not their ſeventh day of the month, 
but the ſeventh day of the weeks all which I here | omit: only I referr the 

Reader for his further ſatisfaQion to Doftor Heylins Hiſtory 
(Þ) Hy! par.2. of the Sabbath (6), wherein he ſhewerh that not only the days 
P28.53,61, of the Moon,of Mars, of Mercury, &c.\with the Gentiles, were 
s the ſame which we call Munday, Tueſday, Wedneſday, &c, 
But alſo that the day of rhe Sun is the ſame which we call Sunday, pro- 
ving the ſame out of Tertullian, fuſtis Martyy ,- Saint Auguſtine and 
others, f | 
Laſt. But here it may be demanded, that fith the Sunday was the day 
Sacred with the Heathen, Dedicated to the Sun, and to the difſhonour of God 
ſo much abuſed by their Heatheniſh Superſtition, |and Idolatry : Whether 
Chriſtians in the Apoſtles time, or afterward ſhould not have done well to 
have choſen Friday, or Saturday, or ſome other day for their ſtanding day 
of the week for Gads ſervice rather then the Sunday? 

Anſwer, To alter or change the Sabbath from the ſeventh day, and to 
make it the eighth, ninth, faxth, or any other than the ſeventh, which is 
the laſt day of the week, is againſt the expreſs Law of God, as: before hath 
hath b:en ſhewed, though it be no where forbidden to alter the whole week 
by beginniog the ſame ſooner, or later, = 

Secondly, They lawfully might, and did alter and. change both the 
name,and alſo the Worſhip,or ſervice done on that day; for they called jt 
no longer Sunday unleſs in their common talk with the Hearben, but they 
called it tke Lords day ; being the day which the Lord inthis Law com- 
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manded to be SanRifyed ; Neither did they adore, and Worſhip the Sun 
any more on that day, but the Lord their Creator and Redeemer, 

Thirdly, le is true that all the week-days were abuſed to the Idolatrous 
_ Worſhip of the Planers, though not in the like degfee as was the Sunday : 
And that one day, in it ſelf, was no more holy than another ; Yer Chri/t;- 
ans ſhould not have done well in changing, or in thcir eadeavouring to have 
changed their ſtanding ſervice-day, from Sunday to any other day of the 
week ; and that for theſe reafons. 

1. B:cauſe of the contempt, ſcorn and derifion they thzreby ſhould be 
had in among all the Gentiles with whom they lived; an? toward whom 
they ought by St, Pauls rule to live inoft:alively 1 Cor, 10. 32, in things 
indifferent. If the Genti/es thought hardly, and ſpake evil of roem, for thar 
they ran wot into the ſame exceſs of rict with them ; 1.Fe. 4.4. what would 
they have ſaid of Chriſtians tor ſuch an Innovation as would have been made 
by their change of their ſtanding ſervice-day ? It !ong before this, the Fews 
were had in ſuch diſdain among the Genriles for their Saturdav-Sabbah 
( which the Gentiles held to be a fingularity, and innovation brouglt in by 
Moſes ) infomuch that Feremy lamenteth the fame, Lam. 1. 7, How grie- 
vous would be their Taunts and reproaches againſt the poor Chri/:ars l'ving 
with them,and under their power, for their new fet Sacred day, had the 
Chriſtians choſen any other than the Sunday ? Had Sr. Fravczx Drake, and 
Captain Cavendiſe, and their companies, wao Travelled round the Earth 
with them, either out of tenderneſs of Conſcience, or elſe out of obltinacy 
continued to keep that Sunday Sacred which fell to rhem by courſe,and trye 
tale of thedays ſucceeding each other:they mult needs have had their SunGty 
en our Munday, and our Sunday wouid be their Saturday: When it was 
holy day with them, it would be working day with us; and holy day with 
us when they would work. S5 Tacitus ſaid of the Fews, Profana ullic que a- 
Pud nos ſacra, rurſum conceſa,que nobs ilicitg(a) Now how un- | 
quietgmay any one imagine thould thoſe Travellers have. lived (CO 
among us, as long as our Sunday was a week-day with them? TH %2h 
Woauld not every Ballad-maker have had them in their Rimes ? Would 
they not have been a by-word with all ? and every Apparator would be 
ready with a Citation for them. And can we conceive thar Chriſtians at 
firſt ſhould find more favour from the Heathen for their wilfulneſs which 
was leſs excuſeable? 

2, Moſt Chriſtians then were either Servants or of the poorer fort of Pec- 
ple : and the Gentiles ( moſt probably ) would not give their ſervants liber- 
ty to ceaſe from working on any other ſet day conſtantly, except on their 
Sunday, 

3. Had they changed their ſeventh day from their Sunday to another day, 
there muſt have followed an unſufterable confuſtna in the count of the 
week-days with whom they lived, as for example : had Sir Francs Drake, 

and his cumpany obſerved at his return, the weeks which by his exact ac- 
count 
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count fell to them by courſe ; and not have changed them, and made them 
the ſame with-,our wecks, there would have followed a miſerable confuſion 
even in their own families. The third day of the week with ſome muſthaye 
been the fourth with others of the ſame family, - And -never a day would 
" have been the ſame with them all. The like would it have been with the 
Chriflians and Gentiles with whom they lived, if they had changed their ſe. 
venth ſtanding day for Gods Worſhip (which was, Sunday) for another. 

4. Becauſe had they aflayed ſuch a change, it would have been a Teſti- 
mony againſt them of {lighting the Glorious Reſurrection of our Lord and 
Saviour, The Sun of Righteouſneſs, Mal. 4. 2. who on the Sunday moſt Tri- 
umphancly Roſe from the Dead tor the Juſtification of all his People. 

5. It would have been but labour in vain for them to have. aſſayed the 
ſame, they could never have brought it to paſs, For, 

1, They had no authoritative ſpecification of any ſet day either by Je- 
ſus Chriſt, er by his Apoſtles, on which they ought ro keep the Lords day. 
Had there ſo been, St, Paw] would never have preſt the indifterency of days, 
as he did, Rom, 14, I, 2, Cc, 2, 16, nor would he himlelf have - with 
the believing Jews kept the Saturday, Ads 13. I4, 4.17, 2, 18. 4, and 
with the Chriſtians, ( by Cbriſtijans 1 mean the Gentiles converted to Chriſt, ) 
have kept the Sunday, A&s 20. 7. I Cor, 16, 2,” neither would the belie- 
ving Jews have remained fo obſtinate, but would have kept that day for 
their Sabbath, which was fo pointed out unto them, it there had been ſuch: 
Whereas they for the generality of them, would, never be withdrawn to 
keep any other than their Saturday for their Sabbath, hundreds of years af- 
ter the Apoſtles days, | 

2. They had no coercive Pawer to draw refuſers' to the obſervation of 
any other day for the Lordsday , had they been, ſo diſpoſed to have ſet 
any other, | | £ 
" 2, Chriſtians were not all of one City, or of one Countrey, or of one 
Nation, Tongue or Government. Ir would have been even a miracle to 
have gotten all Chriſtians in all' parts of the World to have obſerved one and 
the ſame day for the Lords day'with them all, which ſhould be choſen, nor 
by a general meeting, or by a gencral conſent, but by ſome of them only, 
' had they choſen any other than the day of the Sun, which they were gene- 
rally before their Converſion 'accuſtomed to keep, The People of 1/rae! 
were but one Nation, all of one Tongue, and ſevered from all other People, 
and alſo kad Aoſes their Captain-General : yet Moſes ſhould never have 
withdrawn them fiom their old accuſtomed day,, tothe obſervation of the 
$xturday-Sabbarh, different from the cuſtom of all other Nations, had not 
the Lord God miraculouſly in the fall of Quails and Manna, Ex, 16. 12, 
16, 22,23, 26, ſhewedthar it was his good pleaſure foto have it, when he 
aſtzned unto them their fix days for their labour, and ſo pointing out ro them 
the Saturday, being rhe ſeventh from their firſt gathering Quails and Man- 
n2, to be the day of Holy Relt unto the Lord. Sylveſter the firſt Pope gf thar 
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name, when out of his hatred to the memory of the Heathen Gods, he would 
have changed but the names of the week-days; decreed them to bs called 
by the names of Feriz, as-hath been before ſhewed ; though hc was of 
great Authority and Command, and highly beloved of the Peopic ; vor be 
could not prevail herein, but with very tew except Schoilars ; the viel gh

this day. "The Fews are riow a weak People, yet there is not a Prince » 

Power on earth able ro withdraw them from their Supcrſtirious Cuſtom of 
keeping the Saturday Sacred ; yea the believing Fews, as was ſhewed, in 
the Apoſtles time, and in many years after, cou'd not be won by any mcans 
that the Chriſtians might uſe, to give over their Saturday-Sabbath, and for 
Unities ſake ro keep the Lords day on the Sunday, except a very few of 
them who better knew and acknowledged their liberty by Chriſt. How im- 
poflible may we then think it to be for any to bring to paſs,'hat all Chriftians 
in all quarters of the World,ſhould leave off their obſerving the Sunday Sa- 
cred, and have another day inſtead thereot?In vain therefore would it have 
been for poor Chriſtians at firſt to have afſayed the fame, 

Theſe reaſons, if there were no more, may ſuffice to ſhew, that although 
all days be in themſelves indifferent : yer Chriſtians ſhould not have well 
done, had they endeavoured to have changed their ſeventh Sicred day,trom 
Sunday to any other week-day ; no not to Thurſday, though ir was the day 
of Chriſt his glorious Aſcenſion; nor to Friday , though it was the day 
in which Chriſt paid our Ranſom: but better to rerain the ſame day as they 

did ; and which the Church of Chriſt hath ſince that kepr, even to this pre- 
{ent time, and by Gods Grace will fo do unto the end, | 
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The Sabbath-day is to be ſan#ifed. 
Works of Piety, Government, and of Nature only are to be done on 
the Sabbath-day, Ec. the neceſſary helps thereunto.

Now in thenext place is to be ſhewed how the Lords day is. to be San- 
ified, To the ſanCtiheation of the Sabbath-day of-rhe Lord, which we call 
+ the Lords day, two things arerequired, | 
1, That we keep it a day of reſt, 
2. That we Sandtifie that time of reſt. 
| "That weare to keep it a day of reſt the Scripture fully ſhewerh. 
Or the ſeventh day thou ſhalt reſt, in Earing time and in Harveſt, Exod, 
34-21. The like have we in divers other places of Scripture, calling it 
a day of reſt, - L 
All men are to ceaſe from the works of their calling, which on other days 
they lawfully may, yea and ought to do for, the maintenance of them- 
ſelves and theirs. Stix days ſhall work be done, but the ſeventh day s 
the Sabbath of reſt, ye (ball do no work thereip, Lev, 23, 3, So are the 
words here in this Law, Thou ſhalt not do any work. 
But whereas we are here forbidden to do any work,we muſt not ſa. under- 
ſtand the words, as if on theSabbath-day we ſhould reſt from all kind and 
manner of works, and ſo dono work at all upon' that day, the words of 
the Text d5 not bear ſuch a ſenſe. Theſe are the words of the Command- 
ment, MIRPD 9D MPN---R, Thou fhalt do all thy Trade, Art, or Occu- J 
pation, and ſuch are the words of the Text in divers other places of Scrip- k 
rure. Deut, 5, 14. Exod. 35. 2. and 31.15. Lev.:2.3. 3, 7. Val. Schindler 
' in his Pentaglor. on the root,” JN? telleth us thus; The Rabbins take 8 
T2NDD for Art or Vocation, and IMININ in the plural, for Arts, and Voca- ; 
timms, So Arias Montanus alſo correCteth Pagnines Tranſlation of the Bible, : 
that whereas Pagrine bath it, Non facies omne opas, he turnethit, Non facies 
onmemn fſunFionem, Deut. 5. 14, where Pagnine Tranſlateth thus, Ommns qui 
fecerit in eo opus, &c. Montanws bath ir, Omn faciens in eo funtionem, Exod, 
25. 2. Where Pagnine ſaith,Omns faciens opus in wie Sabbati; it is thus to 
be read according to Montanus, Omnis faciens opifitium in die ceſſations, G&c, 
Exod, 31.15. The like may be ſeen in divers other places of Scripture, ſo 
Tranſlared by the one, and ſo CorreCted by the other, Whence we may 
gather that the true meaning of theſe words commpnly read in our Tranſla- 
tion?, Thou ſhalt not do any work: is not that we} ſhould do no manner of 
work at all ; bur that we ſhould doon the Sabbath-day no manner of the 
works ot our Trade, Fun&tion and Occupation, The Smith is not to work 
at his Anvil, nor the Shoomaker with his Awl,. nor any other about any 
works that belong to mens Trade and Profefſhion, which on the fix days of 
labour they may and ſhould do for getting their maintenance and live- 
lyhood, | 
There be ſome other works which on every day may lawfully be done, 
even on the Sabbath. day it ſelf without the leaſt [breach of this Law, and 
they are of three ſorts, | 
1. Works of Piery, þ 
2, Works of Government towards the Creature ſabjzCted to us,

W hat God ordained before-ever the ſeventh day was in being,wzs not,urd 

13 not nulled or abridged by the Law of the Sabbath, bur theſe works were 

before ordained by the Lord, | 
Firſt, Man was made and had his being to ſerve God, to Honour an! 

Worſhip him, to perform duties of Piety, in ſuch manner as he» ſhou!d ap- 

point him. The doing of theſe duties on the S2bbath-day doth no Violati- 

on to the Law of the Sabbath, Men doing them may be ſaid to break or 
profane the Sabbath ; yet not break the Law of the Sabb:rh. When we 
have been diligent on the Sabbath-day in doing ſervice unto God, and thz 
eutics he requireth of us for his Honour, we may therein be ſaid not to make 
the day a day of reſt, but to break the reſt or S2bbath; yet not to break the 

Commandment by doing theſe works, Thus Chriſt told the Phariſees, thar 

* the Prieſts in the Temple did profane the Sabbath and are blamelefs. A7zr. 

- 12,5, Sure they could not be ſaid to be blameleſs, had they by their Sacri- 

ficing Bullocks or Sheep broken the Commandment ;z they brake the Sab- 

bath,they made it not a day of reſt from rheſe works,and fo were ſaid to pro- 
fane ir, that 1s, 1n reſpe& of theſe labours they made it common with other 
days; all days being alike Lawful or common for doing works of 

Piety. 

= Secondly, Works of Government of the Creatures ſubjeed unto mar, 

were. ordained of the Lord before man was made, Let ws make may ( faith 

God) #n our Image after our likeneſs, and let them have dominion cver, Cc. 

Gen. 1, 26, 28, and when God had made man, he commanded them to 

have Dominion over the Fiſh of the Sea, over the Foul, over Cattle, and 

over every living thing upon the Earth: This Law and Ordinance was not 
repealed or nulled by any ſucceeding Law. Man is to exerciſe this his Rule 
and Government committed unto him on any day. If fire ſhould threaten 
to deſtroy a houſe or houſes, Corn, or ſuch like on the Sabbath-day, man 1s 
as well bound to uſe his power in ſuppreſſing the ſame on the Sabbath.cay as 
on ary other, If Water indanger drowning' of Cattle, or if Cattle ftrive 
together, whereby ſome are like to periſh, and man do not ſnccour and 
ſeek to preſerve what was in danger, becauſe it was on the Sabbath Cay, he 
ſhcweth himſelf to be a bad Governour of the Creature; or if he ſhou'd fut- 

fer Sheep or other Cattle to periſh for want of Foddering, Folding , or H-u- 

ſing them, asneed requireth, ke 1s not worthy to have the Government of 

Currle. ; 

The like I ſay, concerning works needful for the preſeryation of mans 
liile, When Adam wasin the ſlate of Innocency, before ever the ſeventh 
day was, even on the day of his Creation, the Lord ordained him food, Be- 


bold, I have given you, ſaid God, = herb bearing ſeed, ( ſome whereof 
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”” The Seventh-day Sabbath. Chap. 16, 
were Phyſical ) wbich is upon the face of all the Earth : andevery Tree in 
which # the fruit of a Tree yuelding ſeed, to you it ſhall be for meat, Gen, 1.29. 
i It was Gods will and Orcinar.ce that man being made a hving foul ſhouid 

ule the means tor the preſervation of hislife. And this his Ordinance, was 
never repealed by any ſucceeding Law, All theſe three kind of works 
may be done on the Sabbath-day as well as on other days ; always provided 
thar there be no irregularity in performing them, We muſt have regard 
ro necetlity requuing preſent help 3 when this giyeth way, the duties more 
excellent are more eſpectally 10 be regarded, And as theſe works may be 
done on the Lords day, ſq may the neceffary helps thereunto be then done - 
alſo. A man may on the Sabbath-day Travel on |toot to the meeting place, 
and afſembly of Gods People ; and if he cannot well go on foot he may ride, 
Alſo as men may feed, fold or houſe their Cattle on the Lords day, ſo may 
they uſe the neceſſary helps thereunto, which could not be done the day be- 
fore. And fo alſo may they not only eat, drink, ſleep, and take Phyfick ac- 
cording 2s need requireth, but alſo may uſe needfu] helps thereunto ; as heat- 
ing their mear, and ſuch like ; for all ſtomacks |\cannot feed on coid mear. 
Bur let all take heed leſt under a pretence of neceſſity, he robs God of his 
| due Honour, and his Conſcience of true Peace. | 
þ ObjeF. Bur here ſome will obje&t, that thus Commandment tyed the 
i J-ws from kindling any fire on their Sabbath-aay;|. If then we are bound to 
keep this Law as ſtrictly as the Fews were, we ought not to kindle fire at 
—_—_ the Sabbath-day for any occaſion whatſoever, though for ſaving 
ones lite, | 

Anſwer, To which I anſwer : that this precept in Exodus the five and 

thirtierh Chapter, and third Verſe , forbade mT not from making any 


fire at all, whether it be a help towards the duties of piety, or mens health 

and ſafety: Bur from making fire, whereby it ſhould be a help rowards 

' their Trades, Occupations or FunCQtions which are expreſly forbidden to be 

. done in this Commandment on the Sabbath day./And that this is the meaning 
may appear, for that, [ 

Firſt, This precept hath an eye, and refleQerh on the words immediate- 

ly going before in the former Verſe, in- which is a rehearſal of the ſumm of 

. this fourth Commandment. In theſe words, according to the 

(/ - __ Hebrew Text, (a) Six days ſhall Funfion (Occupation or 

het Trade) be done, and in the ſeventh there ſhall be to you bolinefs, 

4 reſt of ceſſation to the Lord, every one doing bis Funttion in that day (vall 

die, Then immediately followeth, There ſhall no fire be kindled in all your 

habitations in the day of ceſſation. The works about mens perſonal calling, 

and functions for getting wealth being forbidden in the former Verſe; in 

tais is forbidden the means rending thereto, as the kindling of fire. And 

haply. kindling fire is here mentioned rather than any other means, for that 

they being all Brick-makers in Egzpt before, they kindled fire throughout 

their Habitations for the burning their tale of Bricks, But when works are 
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lawful and needful to be done on the Sabbath-day, ſach as are works of 
piety, and works of preſerving the Life of Man, the neceſſary helps there- 
unto, as making fire 1s lawful alſo. 

Secondly, The continued, and never blamed praQtice of the Jews of 
making fire on the Sabbaih-day for theſe duties, proveth the ſame, They 
were never at any time blamed for making fire on the Sabbath fer theſe &y- 
ties,ns far 2s we can read in Sacred Scripture. The man thar was pur to death 
for gathering waod (whether to faggot it,or to add ir to his Pile or Heap, j3 
not expreflcd ) on the Sabbath day, Num, 15. 32. doth makenothing t ece- 
ro, And that they did rake fire on che Sabbath-days for theſe duties is un. 
deniable, How elſe ſhbala the meat-oFferings baken in Ovens and in Pan2, 
and inFrying-paus be made,which they were to bring to the Pricfts as ©bl:rje 
ons? Levit. 2.4, 5,7. How elſe couid the Shew-bread be Boked, which were 
conſtantly provided and fer on the pure Table of the Lord every Sabbarh- 
day ? Levit. 24. 5, 6, &c.- And how elſe ſhould the Paſchal Lamb be 
Roaſted, when the Feaſt of the Patlover fell on the Sabbath-day ? Every 
family was then to eat Roaſt meat throughout their Habitations ; ans ihe 
remains to burnt in the fre, thar nothing be left until the morning , Ex2-. 
12, Io. Sure theſe things could not be done without making fire. In like 
manner did they make fire on the Sabbath for prefervation cf their life 
and health. For doubtleſs: the [aciztes bikzn and fod their Manna on 
their Sabbath-days, as they did on the other days of the week. C-1d Manna, 
and unpound would not agree with many mens ſtomacks on the Sabbath, 
who on everyof the other days did eat it hot,cither Baked or Sodder,On every 
of the other fix days they guthered every man according to his eating an O- 
mer for every man, Exod. 16. 16,18. Andthen ground it, or beat it in a 
Mortar, and baked it in Pans, and made Cakes of it, Namb. 11.8. And in 
that week which was ſet for the meaſuring out to them rheir fick Szturday- 
Sabbath, which was their ſeventh day from their firft beginning of gathe- 


ring Quails and Manna ; Moſes on the fixth day ( that is, on the day before 


their new Sabbath appointed )) faid unto them , Thz 3s that which the Lord 
bath ſaid, To morrow is the ref of the Holy Sabbath unto the Lord; Bake that 
which you will Bake ts day, and ſeethe that you will ſeethe ; and that which re- 
maineth over, lay up for yor to be kept until the morning, Exod. 16, 23.24. 
On this ſixth day they gathered double to what they did before y whereof 
M:ſes told them that the one part they ſhould Bake orSeethe at their pleafure, 
' but the remainder, that is, the other part, they were not willed <iiher to 
Bake or to Scethe on that day, but to lay it up for thenext day ; the which 
they did : and although it was neither Baked nor Sodden, yer it tank not 
neither did worms appear thereir. Now if the Jſraelites might not pound 
the ſaid Manna laid up for their Foc, nor Bake,nor Boyl the ſame, and fo e-t 
it hot,as on other days; the Sabbath-day which ſhould be a delight unto 
them, would breed them ſorrow, and be -.-:henfome unto them :and _—

l:G than we ſhould read of their complaints hereof. |We read how they com- 
plained for want of change, and wept when they remembred the Fleſh, Cu- 
cumbers, Melons, Leeks, Onions, and Garlick which they had in Egypt : But 
new ſaid they, our ſoul u dried away, there # nothing beſide this Manna, &c, 
Numb, 11,6, How would they have complained it on the Sabbath-days 
they thould have been driven to have eaten the Manna, not Pound, nor Bz- 
ked, nor Sd ? Their ſilence herein arguerh ha to have been driven 
ro ſaci a {trair, but that they did either Bake or Boyl their Manna, and fo 
cat ir hot as they did on the other days; the which could-not be done withs 
out their making a fire, "A 

Or otherwile if by. this precept the Fews were not to make any fire at all 
on their Sabbath-day, neither for the furtherance of their Scrvices, and du- 
tics towards Gyd, nor for the preſervation of the health, and life of man ; 
then I ſay that that precept was particularly given to rhe Fews, and peculi- * 
aily concerned that Nation and no other Common-Wealth whatſvever, 
And that this Cummandment bound them not thereto, no more than it bind- 
£tha3 or any other People whatſoever. This Law bound, and doth bind all 
men to mike the ſeventh day with them a day of reſt,not only from works of 
ſlavery, commcnly called ſervi/e works, from which the Fews were bouns on 
tacit Feaſt of the Paſſover : Lev. 23. 7. Num, 28,18. and on cert«in other 
of their Feaſt-Jays. Lev, 23.8, 21, 25, 35, 36: Num.28.25,26, Burt al- 
|| ſo frem all the works of mens Trade, Occupation, or Function whatſoever : 
| Yea our thoughts, and minds are not to be upon them on the Lords day ;

4 as the oneare called our works, Exod. 23. 12: ſo' the other are cailed our 
tnougnte, [ i 
This Law bindeth all, that they ſhould not only make the ſeventh day to 

be a day of reſt, and ceſſation from all the works of our callings; but alſo 

that we SanCtifie that reſt: Remember (faith God) that thou Sand ifi: the 

Sabbath-day : that is in Engliſh, the day of ceſſation, or reſt, for that is the Sab+ 

bath of the Lord. We may well call it the Lords day, or the Lords Sabbath ; 

tor that it is a day holy tothe Loid : we are not only toceaſe from the works 

of our Profeſſions and Callings on that day ; but are then to perform alſo, 

and do duties, and works of Holineſs unto the Lord. On the ſeventh day is 

a ceſſation toreſt, a Convocation of holineſs, Lev.'23. 3. Or as it js in our 
Tranſlation ; The ſeventh day is the Sabbath of reſt, and Holy Conwocation:

And now I conclude this point with the expreſs words of the Homily for 
the time of Prayer, Thws it may plainly appear, that Gods Will and Com- 
mandment was to have a ſolemn time and ſtanding day in the week, wherein 
the People ſhould come together, and have in remembrance his wonderful be- 
nefits, and to render him thanks for them, as appertaineth to loumg, kind, and 
Obedient People, And with that a little before, And therefore by this Com- 
mandment we ought to have a time, as one day in the week; wherein we ought 
ro reft, yea from our lawful and needful works ; for like as it appeareth by the 
Commandment, that no man in ſix Jays ought to be ſlothful or idle ; but di- 
ligently to labour in that ſtare wherein Godhath ſer him : Even ſo God hath gi- 
wen expreſs charge to all men,that upm the Sabbath-day,which is now our Sur,- 
day, they ſhould ceaſe from ail weekly and work-day labour, to the mtent, that 
like as God himſelf wrong ht ſix daysand reſted the ſevemh , and Bl:{jed and 
Santtified it, and Conſecrated it to quietneſs and reſt from labour :. even ſo 
Gods Obedient People ſhould uſe the Sunday Holily. . 


As concerning the particular duties to be done on the Sabbath-day, there 
being ſo many Learned and Godly men who have Written fo tuily of chem; 
and are or may bein moſt mens Hands or Cloſets ; I forbear to ſpeak of them 


here for brevities ſake, referring the Reader to their-Plenty; and now inthe 


next place will ſpeak of the ſecond part of this Commandmenr,

CHAP. XVIL | 


The great care-and proviſion had by the. Loyd, for mans keeping and 
antlifying the Sabbath day, I 


HE former part of this fourth Commandment, | which is, that we ſhould 
= keep Holy the Sabbath-day, hath been at large handled before; now 
it reſteth, that I ſpeak ſomewhat of the ſecond part; alſo; which I will do 
briefly in this Chapter, 

In this ſecond part is ſet out in many words the great care and provifion 
had of the Lord, that men ſhould obſerve this Law, and keep holy rhe Sab- 
bath"day as God commandeth. And this proviſian of the Lord ſtandeth - 
not in one, two or three oaly,. but in many and weighty Inducements and 
reaſons, the leaſt of which ſhould have been ſufficient ro inforce our Obe- 
dience, had not our hearts been bardned, and we moſt rebellious, wiltully 
refuſing to yield Obedience unto the ſame. | 


The ſeveral inducements and reaſons the Lord uſed to win us unto obe- 
dience to this Law are theſe, v 4 


Firſt, Is the Caveat prefixed only to this, and to none other of the Com- 
mandments, Remember, Remember the Sabbath day to Sanftifie it. This 
charge of heedfulneſs would mightily; work upon an Obedient heart ; he 
would every day of his (ix,be thinking how to do and difpatch all his buſineſſes 
in thoſe days,that when the ſeventh day come, hemay freely without any 
incumbrance, betake himſelf ro the Worſhip and Service of his God ; and 
when it cometh will be mindful of the day, and careful of obſerving and 
keeping the ſame Holy as his God Commandeth, | 


Secondly, The Lord hath here plainly pointed out unto man, what 
day is the Sabbath-day which he ſhould SanRifie.! The Lord hath affixed 
as it were #n Index to this Law ; that as the true hour of the day is known 
and pointed out by the Index or Finger in a Dial,whereby he that can bur 
tell the number of the hour-lines, may eaſily know what hour of the day 
itis : ſo here, he that can but tell the days of the week, may eaſily tell 
what day is the Sabbath-day. Six days ſhalt ' thou labour and do all thy 
work, but the ſeventh day is the Sabbath. The ſeventh day is the Sabbath, 
not the ſeventh day from thy Birth, nor the ſevemth day from the firſt 
beginning of the Creation, nor from any ſer Epoche ; For then it would 
have pur the moſt skiltul Mathematicians to a; ſtand, for the finding out 


| TT] 
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when this ſeventh day ſhould begin, bur iris the day following the fix days 
of labour, In what Countrey foever a man is, though he is not well skil- 
led in the Language of that place, and doth not underſtand what the names 
of the week-days ſignifi ; yer if he can tell which be their fix work-days, 
he may then tell alſo which is their ſeventh day, It maketh not much by 
what names the days of the week be called, nor what the fignification of 
either or any of the week-days ſhould be. The ſeventh day of the 
week with Chriſtians, hath beea called by divers ſeveral names, and that 
even'by Cir:ſtians themſelves, ſuch as theſe: Sunday : The Lords day: The 
firſt day of the Week: And in latrer times ir hath been called alſo the Sab- 
bath-day;. but in the firſt times Chriſtians would not call it the Sabbath-day, 
| becauſe all the Geptsles deteſted the name of Sabbath, as the Fews did the 
- name of Sunday/ as before is ſhewed : Neither could they reliſh this name 
for a good while after their Converſion, Iris not much matter by which 
of theſe names we call our ſeventh days nor whether we underſtand the 
lignification of the name $ as what Sunday, or The Lords day, or The firſt 
day of the week do {ignifie, or why we do fo call our ſeventh day, Though 
he do not know it to be called Sunday from our Heathen Anceſtors, who 
called this day fo, in honour of the Sun, whom they Worſhipped :' nor | 
know it to be called the Lords day, becauſe it is his Sabbath who Sandtifi- 
edit ; nor know it to be called tbe firſt day of the week, for that the Fews 
called this day the firſ# of the Sabbath, and fo was called by them in Sacred 
Scripture ; and for that the latter Tran{lators of the Bible, would have this 
name by which the Fews called it, to be in our Tongue, called :be firſt 
day of the week ;, So as that now we count it not the day of the Sun, as our 
Heathen Anceſtors did : nor count it to be the firſt of our work-days, or 
firſt in order and tale of our week-days as the Fews did, "The name of the 
day doth neither add or alter any thing of the nature thereof. 


Thirdly, Here is ſet down the equiry of this Law. Ir is fo reaſonable 
that none need complain. The Lord alloweth man fx days, and reſferveth 
but one for himſelf, Six days ſhalt thow labour and do all that thou haſt to 
do, but the ſeventh day is the Sabbath How unreaſonable are fuch who are not 
contented with the Lords liberal allowance, bu: incroach on the Lords day 
alſo, which he reſerved for his own honour and worſhip ? 


Fourthly, In that the Lord did in many words ſet down ſo punctually, 
T. The works from which mea are reſtrained. 2, The perſons who are 


reſtrained, 


The works forbidden are all kind of Trades, Profeſſions and Occupati- 
ons, which on other days men do or may uſe for getting their living and 
maintenance, There is no word in Englsh , which doth fo fully _ 

ance, 1 iS. obern Þ, Pe 
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preſs AI, which here the Lord forbiddeth to be done, as doth Fun- 
tion, Art or 'Occypation, as I ſhewed before, fo that none can excuſe 
himſelf, faying, that bis Profeſſion requireth littlejor no labour of the Bos 
dy ; as do Husbandry and divers other Handicrafts : for God forbids 
TIR92---59 all Vocations, FunCtions or Occupatipns, Men ought to. ab- 
ſtain from all their works, of what Profefhon or Vocation ſoever they be, 
Yea theſe works are not only forbidden in reſpe& of the labour of the 
hand, but of the Tongue and mind alſo z we ſhould not be talking of 
them , neither ſhould our hearts and minds }run on them on the 
Lords day. a 


A; God for the furtherance of Mans true Obedtence to this Law, hath 
fully ſhewed the works we are forbidden to do, fo doth he alſo-as fully, 
and in many words ſhew who are forbidden to do any of theſe works ; 
Thou, nor thy Son, nor thy Daughter, nor, &c, Whoſoever hath any au- 
thority and command over himſelf, muſt not only be careful that he him- 
{:1f abſtain from his labours, bur alſo if he hath authority and command 
over others, as Son, Daughter, Man, or Maid, Ox, or Aſs, he is to ſee 
that they alſo ceaſe from all work-day labours on the ſeventh day ; he is not 
to imploy any of them : He nor any of his may} imploy either Ox or Aſs, 
nor lend or let them to hire for their labour on the ſeventh day, or on any 
part of that day. The Lords expreſſions are large] herein, that ſo all pre- 
rences and excules may be taken away, | | 


Fifthly, The Lord ſheweth here, and would have us to know that we 
have no right unto the ſeventh day, nor to any part|thereof, for doing of our 
own works thereon, for the ſeventh day is-the Lords day, and not ours, 
it is The Sabbath of the Lord thy God, ( as it is in this place in our Bibles 
ſo Tranſlated, ) it is, faith God, 112 MAW a Sabbath to the Lord : that 
is, a Reſt or Ceflation to the Lord, as before I have ſhewed, See chap. 8. 
It is a day Holy to the Lord, and thereiore none other than the Lords, All 
the Tithe of the Land, whether the.ſeed of the Land, or of the Fruit of the 
Tree, (in the time of the Law ) was the Lords, Lewyr.27.30, and ſo was the 
Tithe of the Herd or of the Flock, even of whatſoever paſſed under the 
rod, wver/e 32, for the Tithe of all theſe were Holy to the Lord, werſe 
3©, 32. and therefore they were the Lords ; they were his S-ed, his Fruit, 
his Lambs, Grc, One Lamb was no more Holy than another when thy 
fell from their Damms; and before they were Tithed out, the Poſſcflor 
of them might have mingled them ar his pleaſure z |he was not tied to be- 
2m his Tithing at one Lamb rather than ar another ; but from what: Lamb 


ſever he began, every tenth Lamb that in order paſſed under the Rod was 


the Lords: he might not then change it, nor ſearch whether it was good 
or bad z werſe 33, it was then Holy to the Lord, it was the Lords 
Lamb: 
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Lamb ; and of fuch as derained the tenth, the Lord complained that 
they had robbed*him, Aal. 3. 8, 9. And fo I fay, concerning the 
ſeventh day in the like fenſe, that one day of ir ſelf isno more Holy 
than is another, Chriftians were not tied by any Divine Law to be- 
gin their week, or ſevening fron any ſet particular time : bur they con- 
tinuing their accuſtomed week, and fo beginning their, ſevening - from 
the day of Chriſts RefurreQion, the ſeventh from thence in. an or- 
derly courſe is Sacred to the Lord, it is the Lord's day ; no man upon 
his particular occalions may change the fame : he may not fay, My 
buſineſs is ſuch that I cannot keep this Sabbath-day , but I will keep 
another day in the week which will be as good, He doth deceive 
himſelf herein , he may not put off the ſeventh to another day, but 
ſhould defer his bufineſs rather. When men take the ſeventh day 
which is Sacred to the Lord, and imploy the ſame about their own bu- 
ſineſs, either in- whole or in part, they may as truly be ſaid to Rob the 
Lord, as they under the Law were faid ſo to do in not paying their due 


Tithes and offerings, M4ad, 3. 8, 9. 


Sixthiy , The Lord was pleaſed to ſet out unto us the d of this 
Law ; why he would have a day in a week appointed Fe -bis Wor- 
ſhip , rather than a week in every month, or a menth in every year : 
And why he would have the ſeventh day for his Service rather than the 
tenth; the ground hereof the Lord here ſheweth to be this; In fix 
days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, the Sea and all that in them 
is; and refted the ſeventh day. The fame ground for the SanCtification 
of the ſeventh day is alſo declared before in Gen, 2, 3. 


Seventhly, The Lord declareth , and he would have his People © 


hereby to know that he hath ,Annexed a Blefling unto this day : 
God Bleſſed the ſevemb day, Fey who 'wait on the Lord , and 
Serve him fincerely , during this their day of attendance , ſhall find 
the Lord a bountiful rewarder : their ceaſing from labour for do- 
ing him fervice ,- ſhall be for their profit , they ſhall be gainers 
thereby, | | 


Laſtly, If there had been none other reaſon br motive to flir us 
up unto Obedience in a careful keeping of the ſeventh day unto the 
Honour of Good, yet this alone which the Lord hath given in the 
Cloſe of this Commandment ſhould ſuffice ; ©The Lord hath Sar@i- 
fied it : God hath Inſtituted it, But when the Lord hath given 
us ſuch a ſpecial Charge of remembring the Sabbath-day to Sar.- 
ike it , and hath ſo plainly pointed -out unto us what the day is 
which he will have us to SanQtifte , that noge may plead Ilenorance 
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about the time, and how many words the Lord |uſed in prohibiting. all 
- works, and in the enumeration of all degrees prohibited : laying down 
alſo the equity hereof, and his own, example together, with his Bleſin 

it and his Soveraign Inſtitution hereof: how . can any without palpable 
Ignorance , or wilful Rebellion plead Ignorance of the Sabbath ? or know- 


ing it, not yield ready Obedience thereto ? |

zSSANE| Tract, conſider ſerioutly, whether 
the day of reſt, the Seventh day in 
this Law commanded to be obſerved 
do relate to the fix days of God's 

= Work, or to the fix days of mans la- 

bour. It cannot relate to the ſix days of Gods work, 
and ſo be the day of Gods Reft, unleſs the day of 

Gods Reſt, and the Jews Sabbath day be the ſame, 

and begin in all places at Sun-ſetting where-ever the 

Zews did or ought to obſerve their Sabbath ; which 

cannot poſſibly be, except the Earth be plain ; as I 

have ſhewed : Or except the day of Gods reſt did at 

thefirſt,and doth begin ſooner in ſome places than in 
other, and ſo firſt at one particular place when ir 
was no whereelſe the day of Gods Reſt, either Faſt 


or Weſt thereto. Both which are ſoagainſt reaſon, 
that no underſtanding man will hold either.
